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Beach motorists reduce driving 
as local gasoline prices rise

The annual "Dialing for Jobs" campaign held to 
assist young peoirie in Virginia Beach in registering for 
jobs for the summer season is underway through May 
15. The program is sponsored by the Virginia Beach 
Mayor's Youth Council and will be located in the 
Temporary Virginia Employment Office at 1916 Arctic 
Avenue. 

Trida Sykes, KelUun High School sophomore, is 
chairing this year's project, according to Mayor Patrick 
L. Standing. The program is held annually in 
cooperation with the Virginia Employment 
Commission, Chamber of Commerce and the STOP 
Organization. 

Through the "Dialing for Jobs" campaign a young 
person may call information for an application for 
employment into the office by calling 422-2564. 

"We ask the student quwtions over the phone so we 
can fill out an application," explains Miss Sykes. "The 
apirfications arc then matched up to employers seeking 
young people to do summer work. The employers 
interview on their own from there. 

"This program has gottoi jobs for a lot of people 
whp otherwise wouldn't have one. The average number 
of placements per summer is about 1 ,000. 

"The program worked 
real well last year," 
continued Miss Sykes (she 
was co-chairman of last 
year's project). "There 
are a wide variety of jobs 
to fill like, waitresses, 
waiters, jobs in shops on 
the Beach or janitorial 
work. 

"We ask the applicanu, 
who are usually older 
junior high or high school 
students, what type of 
work they are interested in 
onthephcftie." 

Moat haw only limited 
experience such as 
babysitting and mowing 
tewni, the explains. "This 
program helps to provide 
actual working 



experience. 

"Calling in an application makes it easy. You don't 
have to run all over town to look for a job. " 

Of course students may fill out an application in 
person, top, she adds. Two Youth Council members will 
be on hand each day at the employment office to assist 
with applications. 

The "Dialing for Jobs" program is only one of 
several projects sponsored annually by the Mayor's 
Youth Council. 

The group is composed of 30-35 students representing 
each of the city's high schools and junior highs and is 
modeled after Virginia Beach's city government. 

Current officers are Desiree Baylor of Kempsville 
High School, Youth Mayor; Katie Whelahan, Cox, City 
Manager; and Richard Powell, Kellam, City Clerk. 
Willa Redding, assistant to the mayor, is advisor. 

The group holds an annual Youth In Government 
Day during which the workings of city government are 
explored. Various fund raising events are also held 
throughout the year and proceeds are donated to a 
worthy cause. 

in addition, the Youth Council studies problems 
concerning young people in Virginia Beach and offers 
id«» for programs for the city. 



Is the price of gasoline keeping you at home more and 
more? Is so, you're not alone. A random survey among 
Virginia Beach residents in the Lynnhaven area of the 
city last week confirmed that local motorists are indeed 
re-examining their driving habits and trimming down 
those extra mile-eating excursions. 

Among those interviewed, some said they think thtire- 
really is a gasoline shortage. Others believe it is a hoax. 
Those who don't own economy cars replied that the 
rising cost of gasoline has put a serious dent in their 
traveling. 

"The shortage is really hurting me," exclaimed Tom 
Gailes Sr. "I'm a senior citizen and retired, living on a 
fixed income." Fixed incomes don't accomodate the 
rapidly rising price of gasoline, he said. 

"1 think it's a rip off! There's no need for a shortage 
in this country. Look at the profits quoted in the annual 
reports of the big oil companies." 

Gailes' son, Tom Gailes Jr. agreed that the shortage 
"is a tool to reduce consumption by raising the price." 

Wayne Sheeley, who lives off Shore Drive in Virginia 
Beach, explained that the high cost of gasoline is 
affecting the driving she does for work and pleasure.

Plans to continue widening and upgrading Holland 
Road in Virginia Beach wp be discussed at a public 
hearing at 7 p.m. May lO^bhe cafeteria of Holland 
^wnentary Sch(K^ (33<!iJBtlind Road) in Virginia 
Beach. - - - ^-* ^ '^'^ ' 

Work on improving Holland Road is being done in 
four phases.. Phase I, for independence Boulevard to 
South Plaza Trail, was opened to traffic in November, 
1976. Phase II, now under construction, extends from 
South Plaza Trail to just east of Rosemont Road. 

The public hearing on May 10 will focus on the 
location and design plans for Phase III, which would 
extend 4i6m Washington Avenue - just east of 
Rosei^pt Road -- southeasterly to Green Run 
Boulevl^at the Green Run subdivision, a distance of 
about one mile. 

Proposed plans call for the project to be built along 
the existing road. There would be two 12-foot travel 
lanes for each direction of traffic, separated by a raised 
median. The median would have a basic width of 16 
feet. At intersections, it would be narrowed to four feet 
to provide for left-turn lanes. On each side of the road, 
space would be provided for curb and gutter, utilities, 
and additional sidewalks where needed. 

All intersecting streets would be reconstructed for a 
sufficient distance from Holland Road to adequately tie 
into the new construction. A traffic signal is planned at 
the intersection of Holland Road and Green Run 
Boulevard. 

Representatives of the Department of Highways and 
Transportation will be at Holland Elementary School at 
4 p.m. May 10 to meet informally with interested 
citizens to explain details. They will have maps, 
drawings, and other information available for 
discussion. 

This material is available now for public review in the 
office of the Virginia Beach director of public works in 
the Municipal Center on Princess Anne Road, at the 
department's residency office. Military Highway 
(Business Route 13) and VA 168 in Chesapeake, and at 
the district office, 1700 North Main Street in Suffolk. 

Written or oral statements about the project may be 
presented at the public hearing. Written statements also 
may be submitted to the department at any time within 
10 days after the public hearing.

"I'm getting ready 

to move to Pennsylvania 

soon, though, and that is 

going to cost a lot." 
"1 think the shortage is 

a bunch of hotwash. They 

just want to raise prices. 

It'll go up to a dollar or 

more a gallon and then 

there'll be plenty of gas 

around."

Banton commented that 

the gas prices haven't 

really affected them 

because they do little 

driving. "We both work 

so we don't go many 

places. We don't have 

time to go anywhere." 
Mary Warren had a 

siitiilar story. "I live one 

mile from work and other 

than that I only drive to 

the grocery store. Plus, I 

have an economy car, so 

I'm lucky. But the shortage does mean that I probably 

won't go on a trip," she said. 

The U.S. Department of Energy reports that if you're 
a typical driver, you drive your car about 11,000 miles 
per year and it consumes 
nearly 800 gallons of _ 

gasoline, for an average 
fuel economy rating of 14- 
15 miles per gallon. 
Gasoline costs over 5 cents 
per mile, or over $600 per 
year — and the price is 
rising. 

The department offers 
these four gasoline-saving 
tips that could come to the 
aid of many Virginia 
Beach drivers. 

1. Share the ride. About 
one-third of all private 
automobile use is for 
commuting, frequently 
with only the driver in the 
car. If only one person 
were added as a passenger, 
the two occupants of the 
car would use about half 
the gasoline required if 
each drove alone. Ask a 
neighbor or a fellow 
employee to join in riding 
with you to and from 
work. More than 20 
million commuters now 

share the ride. Many employers offer incentives such as 
free or reduced-rate parking for carpools, and the trend 
towards vanpools is increasing. 

2. Combine trips and eliminate unnecessary trips. 
Plan your trips ~ to market, to the library, to school, or 
to visit friends. You'll find that many neighborhood 
jaunts could be combined, and you could help your 
neighbors by offering to run errands for them. Some 
trips might be better handled ~ or even eliminated - by 
telephoning, writing, or combining with another trip. 

3. Drive at a moderate speed. The most efficient 
range usually is 35 to 45 miles per hour. On the highway 
where you may need to maintain a higher speed, staj^t 
55 mph. Most automobiles get about 10 percent better 
mileage on the highway at 50 that at 65 mph, and 20 
percent better mileage at 55 than at 70 mph. You may 
note that some drivers abuse the speed limit on 
superhighways, but state police are cracking down on 
spe«lers. * 

4. Have you bad m engiiw taae-np recently? Do yen 
need one? If your engine is hard to start, hesitates, 
sputters, idles roughtly, or the like ~ you are losing 
mileage and should check its condition immediately. 
You may n^ to clean and adjust spark plugs and 
ignition points, replacing if necessary; check timing;

VWC receives $37,000 bequest 

Virginia Wesleyan College has received a $37,462 
bequnt from the estate of Marguerite Hobson Clarke of 
Washington. D.C., to establish The James Edwin arid 
Lucy McGeehee Clarke Endowment Fund in memory of 
her parents.

VWC iirelesser receives 
$7, 700 rosoarch iraat 

Dr. Dennis Oovoni of Virginia Wesleyan 
Collie has recdved a $7,700 mcarch grant from 
the National Science Foundation. The grant will 
be used to write a new computer instruction 
program for the teaching of genetics. 

Dr. Govoni, assistant professor of biology and 
project director, said the program "will give 
students virtually unlimited practice with a variety 
of genetic problems. For the advanced genetic 
student, it will also be possible to simulate actual 
lab experiments involving the detection of 
'unknown' mutant traits. 

"From the use of this program we can expect 
students to have a better understanding of 
inheritance; have them become more involved in 
class since they will have individualized material; 
perform better on word problems in genetics; and 
improve their logical skills."

; This home, dating back to 1700, was built by Adam 
Thoroughgood for one of his sons. It sits on about two 
acres of land at the end of Hermitage Road. There are 
six very old black walnut trees, old cedars and many 
English Boxwoods around the house and the milk 
house, which are very large and very old. There is also 
In old smokehouse. 

: The original portion of the house, which was buih 279 
Slears ago, includes the living room and dining room on 
the first floor and the bedroom directly over these two 
rtwms on the second floor. The floors in these two 
downstairs rooms were worn thin and were replaced in 
p40 with the best random width heart pine floor 
jR'ailable. The window panes in these rooms are all 



hand-blown 

The fireplaces in the living and dining rooms are 
believed to be hand carved with a pocket knife. The 
original stairway, which was formerly in the dining 
room, is now in the back hall and has a hand rail of 
dogwood. The cellar, which is 145 years old, is reached 
from the kitchen by a narrow flight of stairs. 

The second section of the home consisting of the two 
center halls, library, downstairs bedroom, upstairs 
bedroom with fireplace and cellar, was added in 1834. 
When people by the name of Moore purchased the 
home in 1940, they added an ejitire new wing which 
includes the butler's pantry, kitchen, maid's room and 
bath on the first floor. 

Over the latest downstairs addition, a large master 
bedroom, two tile baths, and plenty of closet space were 
added. A large three-car garage with workshop was also 
added. 

The Wasteney family has lived in "The Hermitage" 



just a year and a half. Mrs. Wasteneys was bom in 
Mexico of American parcnu. Mr. Wasteneys is from 
Canada. Their parents were friends and they met in 
Mexico. He was in the Royal Canadian Navy and 
eventually came to NATO in Norfolk. They Uved here 
about seven years before buying "The Hermitage," 

Their seven children are all grown, one liv« at home, 
two live in Mexico, one has lived in South America, 
three are in Vancouver, British Columbia, and one 
daughter is in Layola University, MonO-eal. The 
Wasteneys fell in love with "The Hermitage" when it 
was on the market for sale. Mrs, Wasteneys' mother 
collected many antiques through the years which just fit 
into the house.

^ Action must be taken immediately to 
prevent the ultimate «Qttection from VEPCO 
customers costs that should be paid by various 
companies, or by VEPCO itself, due to 
mistakes. Unless prompt action is taken, costs 
exceeding $150 million dollars caused by 
mistakes may well be passed on to VEPCO 
customers in Virginia. 

Surry Reactor Units I and II will be out of 
ervice for generator repairs caused by the 
incorrect usage of a chemical water treatment 
hat corroded the generator tubing and 
supports. This proems was recommended by 
the Westinghouse Corporation, the 
manufacturer of the units. In 1^, three years

ould appear to be grossly inadequate and the 
tate should intervene on behalf of Virginia 
consumers. 

|Next, at an additi<maHttel^ost «f up to %20 
million dollars per month, Surry Unit I was 
prematurely shut down due to action by the 
Nuclear Regulatory Commission questioning 
the adequacy of the design of the piping 
system to withstand stress to be expected 
during an earthquake. Stone and Webster 
Engineering Corporation of Boston developed 
and used a computer formula that lead to the 
design of the pipe systems that are now 
deemed to be faulty pursuant to the Nuclear 
Regulatory Commission earthquake 
standards. 

As stated recently by Senator Gary Hart, 
Chairman of the Senate Nuclear Regulatory 
Study Subcommittee, either Stone and 
Webster, the United States Government or 
VEPCO is wrong. The Virginia consumer is 
not at fault, and should not have to bear the 
added costs. The state should take such action 
as iSi^necessary to assure that whoever is at 
fault ncperiences the loss. 

Lastly, the North Anna reactor, built by 
Babcock & Wilcox, has been closed by the 
ikuclear Regulatory Commission because of a 
^ear of defects similar to those found at the 
$abcock & Wilcox reactor at Three Mile 
^land. Again, if the manufacturer, VEPCO or 
anyone else was negligent, the state must 
^sure that the responsible party bears the 
(josts of repair and the great additional fuel 
(josts caused by the shutdown. 
I VEPCO has committed much of Virginia to 
a course of nuclear production of its 
electricity, perhaps, to a greater extent than 
any other state in the nation. The State of 
Virginia must do everything within its power 
to assure that this choice was a wise one, or 
that our losses are minimized, as the case may 
be.

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Success ^roivs wHh mountain 

One of the more popular sightseeing attractions in 
Virgmia Beach in the next few months is bound to be 
Mt. Trashmore, or Dorer's MountaQ, depending on 
which name one wishes to use. 

The offidal name for the rising mountain is the 
Virginia Beach Landfill Project, but the other two 
names have been added affectionately or facetiously. 
The landfill area between Independence Blvd. and 
Windsor Woods, just off the Virginia Beach-Norfolk 
Expressway has always been something of an attrac- 
tion but now It is even more so. 

In the beginning Roland Dorer of the Virginia 
Beadi Health Dept. had an idea to dump Virginia 
Beach refuse in the area, pour dirt on top of it, 
compact it tightly and bmld a mountain. Thai he 
envisicMied an amphitheater being cut out of the 
moutain next to a man-made lake. 

Landfill is not a new idea, but usually low arau are 
used to collect the refuse. The Virginia Beach project 
was unique since it all started at relatively high 
ground level and went up from there. 

Through Dorer's dream and hard work and the 
aocejttance by city fathen, the plan was adc^ted. 
Because it was an mtirely new concept the federal 
government became interested and has help^ to 
recent years with funds to build Dorer's Mountain. 
AaA so Virginia Beach refuse was carted there and 
slowly the mountain began to grow, as the nation 
watcted. 

Until the completion of the expressway, few knew 
just where it was growing. But today traffic flows 
foot the site and motorists are watching it grow. It 
was only ret^itfy that any real progress coidd be 
noted. Suddenly a real mound began to climb wbovt 
tl» road level, and the project was expected to be 
finished by the early or mid-1970's. Only the sea gulls 
kiww for sun.

Finally after months of negotiations, City Manager 
Th(mias Maxwell of Norfolk and City Manager 
Roger Scott of Virgink Beach reached agreement 
whereby Virginia Beach would accq>t Norfolk's 
garbage ... 

In the next few months the skyline in the area will 
definitely change, and the best estimates are that when 
capacity is reached each day, the area will be full and 
fidly mountainous in about a year. Then the 
amphitheater and racetrack can be built, while 
Virginia Beach and Norfolk cart the garbage to new 
sites ... 

It's worth a drive on the expressway at least once a 
week now to watch the mountain grow. ...

Radio and TV repair 
curriculum expanding 

Beginning in the fall quarter, the Virginia Beach 
campus will offer Radio and Television Electronics 
Service and Repair in a daytime curriculum. The 
Division of industrial and Public Service Technology is 
expanding the program to train the additional 
technicians needed to meet the needs of the community. 

Since the curriculum was instituted three years ago, it 
has been offered only during the evening hours. The 
new daytime curriculum will augment the evening 
curriculum. 

The four-quarter program leads to a certificate of 
achievement in radio and television service and repair. 
Graduates of the program are qualified for employment 
as radio and television service technicians. 

The TCC program includes three quarters of 
instruction and laboratory work in electronics and other 
required courses. The fourth quarter is a internship, 
during which students use the knowledge and skills 
acquired during the three previous quarters to actually 
repair radio and television receivers under supervision. 

Employment opportunities and salaries for radio and 
television service technicians are very good in the 
Tidewater area. The experienced technician, of course, 
is in great demand; but the beginning technician will 
find excellent opportunities not only for initial hiring 
but for advancement. 

Students interested in entering the radio and 
television electronics service and repair curriculum 
should possess sufficient knowledge of basic electronics. 
The college offers courses which will provide students 
with the necessary background to succeed in the 
program. 

With the radio and television electronics curriculum 
available in both the daytime and evening hours, 
everyone who is interested in pursuing this challenging 
career should be able to receive training. 

Of course, financial aid programs available through 
the college and veterans benefits, when applicable, may 
be used for this curriculiun, as for all other programs at 
Tidewater Conununity College.

People planning to apply for social security disability 
benefits can help speed the application process if they 
get some information together beforehand. 

Social lecnrity lUMbillty beneflts can be paid to 
disabled workers onda 65 and tMr ftuniHcs; namarried 
persons disabled before 22 on tile record of a retired, 
disable or deceased parent; and disabled widows and 
widowers SO or ova. 

People in these categories can rec^ve benefits if they 
have a physical or mental impairment which prevents 
them from doing any substantial work and is expected 
to last 12 months or more or resuh in death. 

Workers must meet a test of recent work covaed by 
social security to get benefits. People disabled before 22 
and widows and widowers qualify on the social s«:urity 
record of a parent or husband or wife. 

People considering applying should do so as soon as it 
appears their impairment will keep them from working 
for 12 months or more. This is true, even though no 
payments can be made to workers and widows or 
widowers for the first five full months of disability. 

Before applymg, people should get together as much 
of the following informaiton as possible. But they 
should not delay applying if they cannot obtain all the 
information. People at the social security offlra will 
help them ga the rest.

SeacA trainee learns skilled trade 
through builders ' manpower program

"When I realized that I could go through four 
years of college and still not be able to get a good 
job, that's when I knew I wanted to do something else 
with my life," said Dan Whitten, new apprentice 
bricklaya. 

Dan graduated last wek with 14 other young 
Tidewater men and women from a six-week pre- 
apprehticeship bricklaying class sponsored by Tide- 
waters Builders Association's Manpower Training 
Program. On Monday he went to work full-time for 
the Union Brick Company and began the secondleg of 
his journey toward acquiring a Virginia journeyman's 
card and a skilled profession. ^ 

In many ways Dan is typical of a sizeable group of 
young ment in their twenties who have worked 
summer jobs, tried a few years of college, and then 
decided they wanted somethng else out of life. 

He was looking for that 'something else* when TBA 
began to recruit trainees for its third apprentice 
course. His eye caught a small newspaper ad, and 
after being interviewed at the Virginia Employment 
Commission, he found himself with an opportunity to 
learn a skilled craft, be paid a $50 stipend per week 
while learning and be placed in a good job at the end 
of the class. 

Although Dan hadn't considered bricklaying before, 
it's attractive now. "I like to look at a brick house or 
a brick chimney. It looks nice. There's a definite art 
to doing it." He figure^ in five or six years he'll be 
laying brick fireplaces and perhaps specializing in rock 
work which is a disappearing craft in today's market. 

The six weeks of pre-apprenticeship training was a 
^^ bit diffwent from his initial assumptions. "I thought 



I'd be sitting all day in a classroom again, but it 
wasn't Uke that. We got out and worked on the job 
using a number of different tools. We teamed 
technique and safety, and I think I learned more in 
the six weeks than I would have in six to eight months 
of just obser,ing in a laboring job." Dan figures he'd 
still be hauling cement and bricks at this point instead 
of going to his new job. 

Four more years of nighttime dass study white on 
the job and fourteen weeks of journeyman's upgrad- 
ing after that doesn't faze him either. The end 
products, the journeyman's card and a trade that will 
provide him a skilled profession, are meaningful to 
him. 

Dan lives with his parents at 408 Putnam Road in 
Virginia Beach. He owns his own car, scuba dives 
when he can, and does most of the things a 22-year 
old young man does. But Dan Whitten plans to build 
his own home with his own hands in a few more 
years, and that's an accomplishment that not many 
young peopte sitting in college classrooms today have 
within their reach.

Eating out has 
become so popular over the last twenty years that 
consumers are now spending more than a third of the 
total food budget, 35 percent, to dine away from home. 
Even if the food is to be prepared at home, consumers 
are increasingly likely to purchase easy-to-prepare 
forms or from a quick-service, late-hours store. This 
trend in buying patterns has spared a large growth in 
convenience stores. They are usually the smaller, 
modern grocery stores that stay open long hours to 
provide quick and handy 

service and usually at a 

higher price. 

Why are Americans 
showing such an affinity 
for quick, easy and 
relatively expensive food 
outlets? Here are probably 
factors. 

• Family buying power 
has risen, believe it or not, 
even faster than inflation. 

• The overall education 
level has increased. 
Among Americans 25 
years or older, median 
education climbed from 
10 years in 1960 to 12.4 
years in 1977. In that same 
period, the percentage of 
25 to 29 year olds with at 
least four years of college 
more than doubled. 

• An increase in one- 
person housdiolds and a 
declining birthrate have 
lowered the average 
numbo of persons pa 
housdiold from 3.3 in 
1960 to 2.9 in 1^77. 

• The civilian work 
force htt grown to carry a 
larga- portion of women. 
In 1960, about one-third 
(tf tte lab<M- fmee were 
wcMnen, while in 1978 that 
pCHtion bad risen 



to 41 percent.

■ry |J^;gPPItTi%|r^ than |io¥B6sfc Wfflower 
educatioiial backgrounds. Anu. regardless of 
educational level, two-thirds of the^U.S. population can 
he found at a restaurant or carryout at least once a 
week. A fifth eat out at least five tinges a week. 

Supermarkets are trying to devis^ ways of keeping up 
with the convenience trend. So far, they are slow in their 
marketing methods. For the supermarket, there is 
plenty of incentive since their share of the consumer 
food dollar is declining. More stores are incorporating 
delicatessens or carry-out sections in their floor plans 
and many more counter feet are being devoted to 
convenience foods, and especially frozen foods. Future 
supermarket strategies include ta(geting working 
mothers who are willing to pay more for the 
convenience and fast service.

But they were very disapp<HMedi when they 
learned the Virginia Salt j Watte Fishing 
Tournament does not begin until May I, so they 
couldn't register their flsh for citations. 

Emmit said the largest drum brought into his 
shop this weekend was 86 lbs. They are a fme Tish 
on anybody's scale. If you are interested in black 
drum Fishing keep on reading, my fishing tip this 
week is on black drum. 

Tiic floumter are itili biting at Wachapitagac, 
Va. On Monday I talked with April Mason of the 
Wachapreague Marina and she told me that 
flounder fishermen were rewarded with large 
catches all during the week. But the northeast 
wind this weekend made the water muddy and that 
slewed the action. 

She said that on Tuesday. Capt. Harvey Beasley 
on the charter boat l-Wonder caught 87 flounder 
weighing from 2Vi to 5 lbs. Capt. Beasley's fishing 
party was from Baltimore, Md. and it sounds like 
they had a real fine fishing trip. 

Coming back to this side of the bay, Mike Davis 
at the D&M Marina told me that his boats are 
catching all the bluefish they want. He said you 
can troll from Smith Island around Fisherman's 
Island and up the bay to the concrete ships at 
Kiptopeke and you should catch ail the blues you 
can handle. 

The Chesapeake Bay is not the only place 
yielding bluefish this week. Milton Phelps at 
Tatem's Tackle Shop at Nags Head reported that 
they are catching plenty of blues from the beah 
and piers. Milton said the best action is around 
Oregon Inlet but fish are so plentiful that you can 
even catch them up inside the sound. Milton also 
told me that pier fishermen have been having good 
luck on croakers, the best action being after dark. 
Speaking of pier fishing, Herman Geringer at 
Harrison's Fishing Pier at Ocean View told me 
that they are catching spot and blues from their 
pier and plenty of crabs. For you crab lovers, it 
looks like a good chance to catch some for 
steaming. 

On the freshwater scene, Robbie and June, of 
Robbie's Bait and Tackle Shop, took last Tuesday 
off and did a little fishing at Back B^y. They told 
me they had a real fine time,and/:au]^t seven bass 



>rought into Robbt's this week were: 
Thomas S. Brown and Dewey Buck of Virginia 

Beach caught 14 bass and 177 crappie at Back 

Bay. Tom and Dewey were using shinners for bait 

and like true sportsmen catch more than they can 

eat, released some of their catch. 
Bill and Chris Spivey and Raymond Bdton of 

Chesapeake caught 102 crlj|pi« and Maegili at 

Back Bay. They were using crickeu and shinners 

for bait. 
Ted McGuire and Charles Bridges of 

C^hesapcakr caughi 36 bass and released all but 16. 

Charles and Ted were fishing at Back Bay and 

using or Ben's Big Stud lure. 
Bill Spivey went fishing again on Saturday and 

caught another 105 bluegill and had a fish, fry at 

his home on Sunday. 

Down at Northwest lUvcr Camnround the 
action is still steady. Otis Nelson told me that 
anglers are catching bass, crappie and catfish. He 
said Rev. Carter, who fishes down here regularly, 
caught three bass, three speckles and two catfish. 
It really doesn't souid like a lot, but one of the cats 
weighed 1 1 lbs. 12 oz. and that can really set a 
catch off. 

Being a native of the Eastern Shore (Cape 
Charles) of Virginia which is one of the best 
fishing areas in the world, 1 really enjoy passing . 
on fishing tips to my readers that have bten taught 
to me by old timers from the shore. 

Probably my favorite fish Is the hiack.dnim. 
n»A dram, though ther are not as graccfiil as a 
martin or as sleek as a shark, can ^vc you a tMH 
that you won't soon foifct. What they don't have 
in glamour, they make up for in numlwrs. And if 
you should ever have a day's fishing as 1 havd had, 
I am sure you would agree with me. My lariat 
drum weighed 92 lbs. and was caught off Cape 
Charles in April, 1977. 

If you are planning a drum fishing trip and are 
not sure on where to go, i suggest that you launch 
your boat at the public ramp at Cape Charles to 
avoid running across the bay, A spring thunder

squall can make the bay very treacherous. The 
usual hot spots for black dram arc C-10 bouy, the 
cabbage patch, the north end of the bridge tunnel 
and the bouys off Kiplopekc beach (concrete 
ships). 

If you are not sure about locating these areas, 
look on a chart and then head in the general 
direction, there is usually a sufficient number, of 
boats drum fishing to make it easy for you to 
locate the hotspots. 

For tackle you should use a S to 6 ft. heavy boat 
rod wHh one of the larger conventional reels. The 
reel should have 50 to 60 lb. test line on it. i prefer 
a fish finding bottom rig with a 6/0 to 9/0 hook 
Drum are normally not aggressive to 

bait and like to check it out before biting down. 
The fish finding bottom rig allows them to take 
the bait into their month without feeling the 
weight of the sinker. 

The bait I prefer is sea dam. Sea clams are 
tougher then the regular clam that is native to our 
area beaches. It seems to have more smell to it and 
because of its tough meat stays on your hook a lot 
better. The only draw back to sea clam is that they 
are sometimes hard to find. Most tackle shops 
don't stock them. 

If you can't locate any, use what is called the 
"Eastern Shore Sandwich" which is clam backed 
up with half a crab, peeler crab if it is available 
(figure 1). The crab will help hold the clam on and 
will also enhance your chances of catching a red 
drum, which feed on crabs. 

Drum seem to feed on the last of the high tide 
and the beginning of the ebb tide so you might 
. also want to keep a tab on what the tide is doing. 

Next week I will have a Chesapeake Bay tide 
table for you, here is one for the Outter Banks of 
N.C. for May 4 through 10. The times are 
calculated for Oregon Inlet. To obtain Cape 
Hatteras subtract 41 minutes for high tide and 58 
minutes for low tide.

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Coast Guard warns on lite of tttMumiirtfinrtliOxiiK Batteries 



The U.S. Coast Guard advises boaters to be aware of 
the potential dangers involved in using certain lithium 
sulfur dioxide batteries, which may be powering 
emergency locating transmitters on recreational boats. 

This warning is being issued following an order by the 
Federal Aviation Administration (FAA) for aircraft 
pilots to .remove all such batteries from their planes 
because of a danger of explosions Or fires. 

The batteries power aircraft emergency locating 
transmitters (ELTs), devices which produce a radio 
signal, permitting rescuers to "home-in" on an aircraft 
which has crashed. 

There are similar devices, called Emergency Position 
Indicating Radio Beacons (EPIRBS), designed for use 
on boats. Most EPIRBS do not use lithium sulfur 
dioxide batteries. 

Coast Guard officials believe that there is a possibility 
that some boaters may have purchased an aircraft ELT, 
equipped with a lithium sulfur dioxide battery, in lieu of 
an EPIRB. If this is the case, the boater and boat are in 
the same danger from fires and explosions as an aircraft 
equipped with the device. The lithium sulfur dioxide 
batteries should be removed as soon as possible and 
buried. 

The FAA has listed model numbers for six brands of 
ELTs which use lithium sulfur dioxide batteries. These 
follow:

The FAA may identify other brands and models at a . 
later date. 

Coast Guard officials advise that not all lithium 
sulfur dioxide batteries are necessarily hazardous. If a 
boater has doubts about the safety of a particular 



battery, he or she should contact the manufacturer for 
specific information. 

The Coast Guard has no record of the batteries 
exploding or causing fires on board boats. 

Outdoor topics 

Beware of baked boaters 

Ask someone to name the most dangerous thing in the 
outdoors and the answer will probably be a snake or 
stinging insect. 

It's hard to believe, but the fact^s that more people 
are seriously sunburned in an hour on a sunny day than 
are bitten by snakes in a year. 

And a sunburn can do'as much damage, causing pain, 
blisters, peeling skin, and the increased probability of 
infection. 

Everyone enjoys the sun, especially fishermen and 
boaters who long for winter to end and spring to arrive. 

But the word of caution goes to those who will be 
spending a lot of time outdoors in the next few weeks. 

You should limit the time you expose skin to the sun, 
and gradually build up a tan. 

Being on the water doubles the risk of serious 
sunburn, as many of the ultraviolet rays striking the 
water are reflected. 

Clouds offer little protection from rays which easily 
penetrate them and continue to reach the unwary 
boater. 

The most dangerous time of day is between 10 a.m. 
and 2 p.m. when the rays are direct and the sun is 
hottest. 

The best protection against sunburn is clothing and 
sunglasses. Wear a long-sleeved shirt, trousers and a 
cap. 

If you want a tan, expose your body for short periods 
at a time — 10 minutes the first day, increasing by five 
minutes per day thereafter. 

If you do get baked with a serious sunburn, see a 
doctor, especially if you are nauseous or feverish.

Travelers to the Virginia Beach resort area and local 
residents can plan on taking a first time ever peek into 
one of America's landmarks on May 19. The famous 
Cape Henry Lighthouse will be open for public tour that 
day as part of an Armed Forces Day open house. It 
marks the first time, since the foundation of the 164- 
foot structure was laid in 1879, that the light station has 
been open for public viewing. 

Located on the historic point of land where English 
colonists first landed in Virginia back in April 1607, the 
Cape Henry Lighthouse continues"' to guide ships 
through the entrance to the Chesapeake Bay. 

Provisions for building a lighthouse at Cape Henry 
was included in the first appropriation for lighthouses 
made by Congress on March 26, 1790. The octagonal 
tower of sandstone was first lighted in October 1792. 
Lamps burning fish oil, sperm oil and kerosene burned 
bright for ship's navigators continuously until early in 
the Civil War when the Cape Henry lantern was 
destroyed, presumably by Confederate forces. The light 
was put back in operation in 1863 and shown 
throughout the war under the protection of a military 
guard from nearby Fort Monroe. 

In 1872 the Federal Lighthouse Board recommend-

Monday afternoon's approval of rezoning which 
will permit the construction of apartments on the 
Rose Hall tract may prove to be a hollow victory 
unless three council members change their minciwherT 
the property is to be sold.

Off, Virginia Department of Agriculture and CoQsumer 
Services, P.O. Box 1163, Richmond, Virginia 23209. 

After all recipes entered are reviewed, a team of 
judges will select and prepare the finalists. Hie Cook- 
Off by the judges will be Held on May 25 at Longwood 
College. The judges will rate taste, ease of preparation 
and practicality, originality, and appearance. 

Entries must be postmarked by May 15, 1979. Con- 
testants mustJbe 18 years or older. Professional home 
economists and CowBelles who areofAcen or conunlt- 
tee members are not eligible. 

Virgmia winners will be notified by June 1, 1979, and 
the fu«t place winner will be expected to compete in the 
national contest. 

The National Live Stock and Meat Board has these 
suggestions for best results in cooking beef cuts in the 
1979 competition. For arm pot roast, blade roast, or 
chuck pot roast the advice is to braise. Braising would 
consist of browning the beef on all sides then add a 
small amount of liquid, cover tightly, and cook at a low 
tempo-ature until tender. This method is also recom- 
mended for chuck short ribs and round or chuck steak. 

Rump roasts, according to the Meat Board, may be 
briasKi or roasted. Roasting is a' dry heat method of 
cooking as no liquid is added. Cooking in liguid. the 
reverse of roasting, is suggested for the best resulu when 
preparing fresh brisket.

At the first sign of spring, garage sales, 
auctions, flea markets andfantique shops blossom 
to their fullest. This is the best time to "hunt" or 
shop for antiques. 

Try to plan your venture so as not to have to 
back-track and waste valuable gas and time. Take 
a friend who has some antique knowledge with 
you, this way you will have more fun. Remember 
when you shop for antiques there are several rules 
to follow: 

1 . Examine the piece carefully to make certain 
it's what you want. 

2. Check the condition and quality of the item 
(some pieces are beyond restoration). 

3. When you find what you want, BUY IT! 
Don't wait for someone else to beat you to it.

Although the tax revolt fanning out across 
the nation from California's Proposition 13 
continues to roll, there is a curious lack of 
rebellion against the federal income tax, the 
deepest cut of all. 

Americans are still the most conscientious of 
peoples in complying voluntarily with their tax 
laws. One big reason the Internal Revenue 
Sevice was able to predict the timely filing of a 
record 90 million returns this year is simply 
fear. Besides wishing to avoid the penalty for 
late filing, the average citizen fears? a late 
return may somehow call IRS attention to him 
and invite an audit. More important is that 
dishonest about declaring income is a federal 
case involving a prison term. The penalty for 
tax evasion is sometimes worse than that for 
murder. 

But, there is another basic reason Americans 
are more honest about their taxes than most 
other nationals. Integrity is part of our Judaic- 
Christian heritage. More specifically^ the 
Puritaft ethic still abides. 

It is difficult now to comprehend that there 
would be no income tax and no meddling, 
intimidating IRS except for the 16th 
Amendment to the Constitution, knowingly 
approved in 1913 by more than three-fourths 
of the states. Washington paved the way for 
this revenue windfall by assuring the nation 
that the purpose was to make the rich pay 
more of thier way. It was all very simple in 
those early days: a one percent tax on net 
mcome over $20,000, rising to six percent on 
the net over $500,000. 

Now, although higher incomes are taxed at 
70 percent, the nation's patch-work tax laws 
have become so complex that some of the 
wealthiest Americans are about the only 
persons who don't pay federal income taxes, 
because of loopholes and shelters.

The prevailing rate is determined . according to 
regulations issued by the Social Security 
Administration. 

Under those regulations, the prevailing charge for a 
service is what 75 percent of the physicians in the area 
customarily charge for that service. 

If the physician's charge is his customary charge and 
is no higher than the prevailing rate, Medicare will pay 
80 percent of the charge. 

If, however, the charge exceeds the prevailing charge, 
Medicare pays no mote than M percent of the pievailing 
rate. 

If a doctor's charge is higher than the Medicare 
reasonable charge, it could mean one of three things: ( I) 
that the charge exceeded his customary charge; (2) that 
the charge fell among those made by doctors in the area 
whose charges exceed the 75 percent prevailing limit or 
(3) that the doctor his increased his charge but the 
increase has not been in effect long enough to have been 
established as customary in Medicare records. 

Medicare pays 80 percent of the reasonable charges 
for services covered by the mnlical insurance program, 
after the $50 annual deductible has been incurred.

City Manager Roger Scott officially reported to City 
Council Monday in informal session action taken by 
the State Corporation Commission on a request for a 
drastic rate hike by Princess Ann Utilities.

opposed to the rezoning because the area is surround- 
ed by business property and was not suitable for 
residential use. 

Gwen Wood, representing Pinewood Gardens-- 
Eureka Park Civic League, opposed the rezoning. She 
said that when the city purchased the property it said 
that business would be there and that it should be 
used for business. 

She said pressure on the city to sell and get its 
money back led to the plan to sell the 13.6 acre tract 
for apartment construction. 

Mrs. Wood maintained that "we can get our money 
back with the lease of the main Rose Hall Building 
and through the sale of the remaining property to 
business interests. She also said that half of the back 
part of the tract is in the flood plain and that 25 feet 
m the front are taken up by a drainage ditch which 
would be dangerous for children living in the 
apartments. 

The water in the ditch (Nicholson's Creek) reaches 
depths of 20 feet, she said. She added that the 
apartments would be in the noise zone of the Naval 
Air Station at Oceana. 

A petition signed by 259 residents opposing the 
rezoning was presented by Mrs. Wood. 

City Manager George L. Hanbury agreed that the 
original plan was for council to recoup its investment 
over a 20-year period. He added that the area is not 
in the noise zone. 

Councilman Merrick moved to deny the petition, but 
a substitute motion to approve was passed by a 6-4 
vote. Councilwoman Meyera Oberndorf was absent. 

Councilman Rdd Ervin said, "I don't think it's the

It was also brought out in testimony that a number of 
maintenance problems had arisen and that residents had 
had difficulty getting emergency service even when 
sewage was backed up in the streets. At the height of 
the controversy during the spring, such an accident 
occurred over a weekend. 

Aragona Utilities also has a rate hike request before 
the SCC, from $10.50 a quarter to $18.

$t 7 million plan approved 

The Army Engineers $17-million beach protection 
plan was approved by state and city officials last Friday. 

Endorsement of the plan was given in a public hearing 
held at the Civic Center. The hearing was led by C.J. 
Robin, chief of engineering division, Lt. Col. W.L. 
Home, acting district engineer and H.J. Fine, chief of 
water resources planning branch. 

The plan proposes the construction of a sheet steel 
bulkhead from Rudee to 57th Street in front of the 
existing timber bulkhead and boardwalk; it also calls for 
heightening and broadening the entire length of the 
beach. City Council had endorsed the plan June 23 in 
a unanimously adopted resolution. Cost of the project 
for the city would be approximately $6 million. The 
remainder of the $17 million would come from the 
federal government when the project receives 
congressional approval and funds. 

Wdening to begin Aug. 1 

August 1 had been set as the date for work to begin on 
the widening of Shore Drive from the west gate of Fort 
Story to Atlantic Avenue which, when completed, will 
provide a four lane highway from Little Creek Road in 
Norfolk to Atlantic Avenue. 

Highway Department officials Indicated the appar- 
ent low bid of $932,443.81 on the 2.865 mile project 
was submitted by E.V. WOliams Co.. Inc. of Norfolk. 
Scheduled completion date for the new section of 
Shore Drive is Nov. 12, 1970.

Keeping your new home in the very best condition 
possible is not only important for health, safety and 
asethetic reasons, but also for financial reasons. A 
home is one of the very few products today that can 
buy, use, and turn around and sell for more than you 
paid for it.

If an electric appliance falls 
to operate, before calling the appropriate repair service, 
be sure the appliance is plugged in and, if separately 
fused, that the fuse is intact or the circuit breaker on. 

Attics. Attic spaces are commonly used for storage, 
however, materials stored in attics should not be 
combustible or perishable under extreme heat or cold 
conditions. Your home has been constructed to be as 
energy efficient as possible. The insulation in your attic 
should be maintained in its original location. 
Occasionally, the insulation gets out of place and either 
blocks the attic vents or leaves gaps between the pieces 
of insulation. Be certain that materials stored in the attic 
do not compress the insulation because this causes the 
insulation to be less effective. Your attic access cover 
may have insulation attached to the top side. This 
should also remain securely in place so that no heat is 
lost through the access opening. Your attic may have 
louvered openings to allow warm, moist air collecting 
there to escape. Louvered openings should remain 
unobstructed alt year round. If they are closed, harmful 
quantities of moisture may accumulate. 

Bathtubs, Sinks and Showers. Bath fixtures are 
frequently made of vitreous china, porcelain enamel on 
cast iron or steel, fiberglass-reinforced plastic, marble 
resin, molded plastic and other materials. Shiny new 
fixtUt^es can be dulled or stained in a short time through 
the use of strong abrasive cleansers. A non-abrasive 
cleanser is safer than a mildly abrasive one such as gritty 
powders. Baking soda and Bon Ami Powder (not Bon 
Ami Cleanser) are nonabrasive and inexpensive to use. 

Many new homes have paint droplets on the fixtures. 
Almost dry oil-base paint will come off easily with 
turpentine, and water-bftse paint, with a cloth 
dampened in liquid household cleaner. Hard, dry paint 
can be removed with a solution of Ya pound of 
trisodiiim phosphate (available from hardward stores as 
TSP) in a quart of hot water. (This solution is caustic 
and old clothing and gloves should be worn. Care 
should also be taken not to get this solution on chrome- 
,ypl^ted qt^ijjgs.l§g)9U^paint spots pj^ajf,al^ |?e rempvcri , 
by scraping with a razor blade^ but you run the risk of 
gouging the surface; to prevent this from happening be 
sure the blade is slanted against the fixture. 

Rust can be removed from fixtures by using a 
commercial powdered rust remover following the 
manufacturer's directions. Rust removers should be 
used only on acid-resisting fixtures and should not be 
allowed to come in contact with chrome-plated fittings. 
Non abrasive cleaners or special commercial cleaners 
should be used on plastic and stainless steel surfaces. 

To clean glass shower enclosures or stalls, an ordinary 
dishwashing detergent (not soap) will do a good job 
unless hard water minerals have been deposited. For 
these use a commercial glass cleaner containing 
ammonia or a solution of one tablespoon of household 
ammonia in a quart of warm water.

The saltwater nshing has definitely improved 
this week. Anglers fishing for black drum at the C- 
10 bouy ff ff Cape Charles were not only rewarded 
with nice drum catches but also rock and trout. 

Emmett Bailey, of Bailey's Bait and Tackle 
Shop at Cape Charles, told me that Alvin Burdon 
of Nassawadox. Va. caught a 46 lb. citation 
rockrish (stripper) while drum fishing at the C-10. 
Emmett said that quite a few rock and trout had 
been brought into his shop for traighii^, but 
fvobably the most impressive fish this weekend 
was a 95 lb. black drum caught by David Scott at 
the C-IO bouy. 

Emmett also told me that Kenneth Hash of 
Christainsburg, Va. caught a 56 lb. citation 
channel bass (red drum) while bUuk drum fishing 
this weekend. That is a surprise t\m would be 
welcomed on anybody's Ashing trip. 

At WachapicagM the floMier Mta lo kc 
pIcklBg ap ta die and nmbcr. Jim Lewis at the 
Wachapreague Marina says that Jack Edwards 
and Robert Fergerson, both of Virginia Beach, 
caught the season's first citations. 

Jack and Robert's citations weighed in a 8 lb. 6 
02 and 8 lb. 4 oz. They were fishing with Captain 
Bobby Turner on the charter boat Bonak Siw and 
their total mtch for the day was 90 flounder. 

Jim also told me^hat anglers had been picking 
up a few gray trout while flounder fidiing and the 
few fishermen that actually went after trout wctc 
rewarded with nice catches in the five to six pound 
class. 

Coming back across the bay, Ike btacflah ai« 
itlU pteatiral along the Md|c taBMl and aiw pitr 
fishermen are catcMig their share.

Tuesday morning, Damen Tatum (Tatem's Bait 
and Tackle at Nags Head) called me and said that 
on Sunday they had had a heavy run on drum on 
the north side of Oregon Inlet. Damen said the run 
came by surprise — everyone was casting for blues 
and right at high water the drum hit. The action 
started at 2 p.m. and exactly at 5 p.m. it stopped 
as if they were on a time schedule. 

Damen said Jhat one man from Ddaware 
caught six drum in the 30 to ^ lb. class. Hie 
unusual thing about the run was that the majority 
of the drum were caught on Hopkins lures and at 
high tide. --■ > — 

i So if you are plannii^ to go (town and try your 
luck, stop in and see Damen and |»ck up a few 
Hopkins and also pay utention to the tidetable. 
Damen also said that a few trout are being caught 
and also down at Rodanthe. pier fishermen are 
catching sea mullet and spot. 

On the freshwater scoie. Back Bay la stfli 
yielding plenty of kaas, crappie ani bhiqiR. June 
at Robbie's Bait and Tackle had somt fine catches 
brought into her shop this weekend. She said that 
Billy Coward and a friend caught 16 bass at Back 
Bay on Saturday.

A citation channel cat was br(Hight into June's 
shop this week but I don't have the anglers name. 
The fish weighed 13 lb. 2 oz. and was caught at 
Back Bay on crickets. My congradulations goes 
out 10 the angler and if he will contact me I wQl 
run his name and fish in next week's column. 

With temperatures rising and the size and 
quantity of the fish increasing, 1 think it only 
appropriate that my fisidng t^ tMi week ke «n 
healifc care. Last May I was drum fishing with 
some friends of mine from out of town. We were 
fishing at the bouy off the concrete ships at 
Kiptopeke and the weather was hot and the fish 
were hungry. 

In three hours wc had boated 18 black drum and 
23 large blues and had two more drum on the lines 
when tragedy struck. Godfrey Aitams, a good 
friend of miae, was strack witk a masdve kcwt 
attack and died instantly. Godfrey had hU fourth 
drum for the day on the line when the attack 
o<xured. He had no history of a heart condition, 
but was overweight and in his early sixties. Jt is 
very possible that Godfrey would have had the 
attack even if he had been at home, but the 
condhions for a heart attack are there when 
fishing for large fish on hoi summer days. 
-If you are going fishing and are overweight, 
have a heart condition, a blood pressure pnMem, 
or are carrying soromne with you that does, be 
sure to avoid overworking. Don't be ashamed to 
let someone el% land a few of the lai^r ones for 
you. 

If you have a boat with shade abtMrd, take 
pcriMHc kmiks oat of tkc saa, this can apply to 
everyone young and (rid because severe sunburn or 
sun stroke knows no a^ or hnrith «Nidition. If 
you h»ve never hand any first aid for CPR 
training, get it. It could save a h>ved one or 
friend's life in the boat and at home. 

If yon can, InMH a CB or VHF mdio akontd 
yoer boat. The Coast Guard monitors channd 9 
on the CB frequency and channel 16 on the VHF. 
Abo if you are fishing in the lower Chesapake 
Bay, the WCMS maritw patrol has licensed 
INUwnedics aboard with ox^^n and other life 
saving devices that (»n save your life.

sunrise to avoid tripping over uneven 

pavement on the boardwalk. 

Skaters under 1^ be outlawed on the 
boardwalk unless accompanied by $n 
adult. Most roller skating accidents 
involved skaters under 1 2, he said. 

Rental operators be required to display 
rules and regulations. 

Michael Smith of C. & J. Outdoor 
Skaters said that some control is needed at 
this point but "what the city manager is 
proposing is to make roller skating a 
crime, a harsh standard to set. Tiie 
proposal is making something that is pure 
fun against the law." 

Eddie Garcia Jr. of Chesiyjeake said he 
has had no problems with people 
incurring injuries or with the police. He 
suggested postponing any action for 30 
days to permit a study. He said his 
company provides a 1200 square foot 
facility for practice. 

Donald L. Shelton said he had been 
skating in Virgirtia Beieh since he was 
three. He is now 20 and "has never seen 
any harm," he said. I can't afford S4 and 
S5 to go to a roller skatlflg rink," he said. 
"What about the people who live here? 
What else do we get free?" 

Donald Perkins, of Rollaway Skating 
Rink, said that although he operates an 
indoor skating rink, the ordinance would 
be a great hindrance. 

McCoy said that the ordinance was 
"overregulation." "Everytime we have 
something that interferes with 
something. ..Are you going to stop 



bicycling because people have accidents?" 
McCoy moved to accept Isbrandtsen's 
ordinance, ^secoiided by Councilman 
Clarence A . Holland . 

Reid Ervin said that the number of 
people using the boardwalk can't be 
controlled. He said he would eliminate the 
bicycles and ocean train as well "It's 
gettii^ so crowded that walking and 
bathing are going to be the only things we 
can do. Right now to add something else 
is unthinkable." 

CouiMSilnMn Donald Merrick noted that 

' thetrain travels on the west lane where the 

alternate ordinance proposes the skaters 

should be allowed. "What does the skater 

do then?" 

Councilman John A. Baum said, "All 
of us hate regulations, but with 
urbanization..." He then made a 
substitute motion to approve the city 
manager's ordinance. 

Councilman R.L. Riggs maintained 
that it was unfair to eliminate roller 
skating all year and tried to amend the 
motion to outlaw skating only from May 
I to Sept. 30. The amendment failed for 
want of a second and the substitute 
motion was passed by a vote of 8 to 2 with 
McCoy and Holland voting against the 
ordinance. 

The ordinance makes it unlawful to use 
on the boardwalk or grass area or the 
adjacent bicycle path roller skates, 
skateboard, toys or similar devices on 
wheels or runners. Exempted are 
wheelchairs, baby carriages, strollers or 
related modes of transportation .

If you've been annoyed 
by itchy qtcs, sneering, 
and a stuffy or runny 
nme, the source of the 
problem may be an afier- 
gy, not a cold. 

Prime allergy time de- 
pends on vhat you live 
but it begins earlier than 
most peojrfe think. In the 
southernmost states, the 
blooming of poplar, cot- 
ton wpod, cedar, and 
junipo- ushers in the al- 
lergy season in Januuy. 
By March, the greater 
part of the country has 
been affected. 

The six most common 
allergens-the sources of 
allergic reactions-are or- 
chard grass, timothy, 
Russian thistly,- En^h 
plantain, and giant and 
dwarf ragweed. 

When an aileron en- 
ters the body, it causes 
the Qplls and tissues of 
the allergic person to 
release antibo^es: Nor- 
mally, antibodies are 
good things; they help 
fight disease and germs. 
Unfortunately, some 
people have antibodies 
that fight "harmless" 
matoials like pollen or 
house dmt. The theory is 
that whoi this occurs, 
histamines and other sub- 
stances are relrased. 



Uranium existt in two 
forms, called isotopes, 
one of which a fission- 
able and one of which ^s< 
not. In nature uranium is 
over 99 percent pure non- 
fissionable. 

To make a nudear re- 
actor, it is necessar to 
enrich the material-that 
Is, to increase the propor- 
tion of the fissionable 
isotope from less than 
one percent. This is a 
difficult and expensive 
process, available only to 
the richer, developed na- 
tions. 

To make an explosive, 
the uranium must be fur- 
ther enriched to about 90 
percent, so that the ura- 
nium in a reactor is tise^ 
less for weapons purpos- 
es. However, as a reactor 
opo-ates, some of the 
uranium is converted into 
anotho- dement-plutoni- 
um-which cam be made^ 
into a nuclear explosive. 
The intense radioactivity 
would prevent terrorist 
groups from using the 
material, but it would not 
be difficult for the gov- 
ernment of a country to 
use it for ocplosive pur- 
poses. Since high grade 
uranium is in short sup- 
ply, it is presently con- 
templated that Plutonium 
will be reprocessed or fed 
into a new type reactor, 
known as a breeder re- 
actor, which would gen- 
erate still more plutoni- 
um.

These 670 plants, now 
operating or in process, 
will produce enough plu- 
tonium for many thou- 
sands of nuclear explo- 
sives per year. 

Currently six countries 
have demonstrated the 
ability to make nuclear 
weapons: the United 
States, the Sovid Union, 
the Peoples Republic of 
China, France, Great Bri- 
tain, and India. In a few 
years, dozens of countries 
-and probably most 
"countries-can have that 
capability if they want it 
because there is currently 
no way to stop them. 

This certainly includes 
countries like Argentina, 
Brazil, Egypt, Isreal, 
Iraq, and Iran and prob- 
ably countries governed 
by people like Idi Amin, 
Fidel Castro, and Colonel 
Qaddafi, Recently, 
France agreed to sell a 
reprocessing plant to 
Pakistan. 

The main impetus be* 
hind nuclear power de- 
velopment is economic, 
not military. The sudden 
change in the world pet- 
roleum situation is bring- 
ing the problem to world 
attention, but it's been 
there all the time.

be unsafe "and in danger of being thrown down by 
some heavy gale." 

Work on the new light tower began in 1879 and it 
was operating by December of 1881. 

The old tower that was thought to be in danger of 
falling still stands today and is a Registered National 
Historic Landmark. It is viewed by thousands of 
visitors each year as part of the historic tour of 

Tidewater. 

The present structure operated by the U.S. Coast 
Guard sits some 300 feet closer to the shoreline on 
what is now the Fort Story Army installation. The black 
and white steel tower has itself become a landmark to 
both mariners and tourists. Entering the door of the 
lightouse, visitors cross a colorful mosiac tile floor. 
Most of the tiles are original and date from 1880 and 
worth a look by themselves. 

For those who decide to continue the toor, it's a 
207-step climb up a circular staircase. Once at the top, 
the shiny brass and glittering glass of the lantern built 
in 1880 by Barbibier Fensetre in Paris, France, comes 
into view. The lantern was originally lit with oil but 
was converted to electricity in 1923. The 1000-watt 
bulb is magnified by the thick glass lens to become a 
160,000- watt white light that reaches out more than 15 
miles into the Chesapeake Bay. 

An added bonus to visitors will be the sweq)ing 
view of the Hampton Roads offered from the high 
position. A momente of the climb up the historic 
Cape Henry Lighthouse will be presented to each 
vTsitor by the Coast Guard. 

The personally conducted tours will be scheduled 
between 9 a.m. and 5 p.m. May 19. Hosts for the 
open house will be the lighthouse keeper Petty Officer 
First Class Robert P. Smith and othta- Coast 
Guardsmen assigned to lighthouse duty at Cape 
Henry. Smith suggests that children be at least 10 
years of agl^nd accompanied by adults during the 
climb to the top. He also cautions persons with heart 
problems, breathing difficulties, or who suffewr from 
dizzy spclk from attempting the climb. 

The chance to tour the lighthouse for the first time 
in- its nearly 100 years of service is just part of 
day-long festivities during Armed Forces Day. Other 
events scheduled for May 19 include a sand sculptur- 
ing contest, a five-kilometer road race, stage show by 
Miss Virginia and contestants for the 1979 Miss 
Virginia Beach title, and an attempt by the Fort 
Monroe Sport Parachute Club to set a state-record for 
a mass formation parachute jump. Also there will be 
a Junior ROTC drill meet, static displays of modem 
military equipment and demonstrations by Army, 
Coast Guard, Navy and Marine Corps units. 

Outdoor band concerts, dunk tank, kiddie train and 
clowns puis plenty of refreshment* offer a day of 
family fun. Gates open at 9 a.m. at the Army p<Mt 
located three miles north of Virginia Beach.

shift In beach 

surfing area 



Virginia Beach surfers will lose 200 feet of beach at 
Third Street - but not yet. 

City Council Monday afternoon approved shifting 
the surfing area in front of Dolphin Run Condo- 
minium 200 feet south but on a plea from Jack 
Jomings, unoffldal spokranan for the surfo-s, only 
when another 200 feet of surfing area around the 
demolished steel pier is restored. 

Jennings said that surfns were caught completely 
off guard Friday and Saturday when the Police 
Department and Marine Patrol issued tickets to 
surfers surflng in the area of the pier. 

He said that for years that area has been known as 
the best surfing break north of Cape Hatteras. 
Whenever surfers gain on the one hand, such as the 
area at Camp Pendleton, they seem to suffer a net 
loss, he said. 

He was told about the ticketing by the parent of 
one of the surfers Saturday, he said, and was also 
told that police refused to tell the boys why the area 
was restricted. 

City Manager George L. Hanbury said that the 
beach was closed two years ago when the pier was 
being removed and in the middle of last year because 
of the danger in the remaining pilings. He said "the 
owner of the pier did not do as we indicated and cut 
piers are idl over the bottom." 

Jennings said that he was later told that the 
restrictions were due to underground obstructions, 
and that although signs were up they were not put up 
in such a way as to be readily visible to the surfers. 

"Waea you say 200 feet," he said, "you're talking 
about 200 feet north of the best wave action on the 
east coast.... A new hotel and a new condominium 
always seems to be the surfer gets it in the teeth."

Croatan Beach property owners have been unsuc' 
cessful in attempts to keep their neighborhood from 
serving as access to the beach at Camp Pendleton a{ 
the south end of the Beach. - 

The property owners had sought to have Virginia 
Beach City Council defer action on a $14,500 
appropriation for right-of-way improvements through 
the neighborhood to provide access to the approxi- 
mately 1,000 feet at Camp Penleton which will be 
used as a pubUc beach. 

Their attorney Michael Ashe, who said that he had 
been retained just Friday by the newly-organized 
Croatan Property Owners, Iiic, asked for the 
deferment until the environmental, health and safety 
effect are determined. 

He said that the purpose of the improvement of 
Vanderbilt and Lockhead Roads is to provide access 
to Pendleton and is opposed by residents and propaly 
owners on environmental grounds. 

By a vote of 9-2 Monday afternoon City Council 
approved on second reading the appropriation and 
ratification of a contract with the State National 
Guard which owns the property. 

The National Guard has agreed to have the public 
use the beach during the summer season except for a 
two-week period in July when the National Guard will 
occupy the area. The city had hoped to have the use 
of 1200 feet, including the 600 feet which surfers have 
used in the past. However, about 200 feet where the 
Navy has a reviewing stand were not included at the 
request of the Navy. 

The state has also agreed to spend up to $125,000 
for improvements at the beach. 

Ashe said the residents recommend: 

An alternate site for the parking lot; adequate 
assurance that the improvements will have no impact 
on the residents' wells which are their only source of 
water; consideration of the cost-benefit ratio ~ the

Some 35 art objects and artifacts from ancient 
Egypt wil go on display at Bayside Junior High 
School May 21 in a hew exhibiti6n entitled "Art and 
the Archaeologist." 

The exhibition, sponsored by the Bayside Junior 
High School Art Department, is aboard a Virginia 
Museum Artmobile located at the school on Newtown 
Road. 

The Egyptian objects are representatives of the 
typei of objects an archaelogist nught discover in an 
ancient tomb, according to William Rasmussen, the 
Virginia Museum's coordinator of education sevices 
and organizer of the exhibition. 

The exhibition contains examples of many of thew 
things-jewdry made of gold, bronze, amethyst and 
ambo-; a gold beaker and goblet; and small figures of 
a scribe, servant and captive carved from granite of 
wood or made of bronze. 

Also in the nchibition are small figures of ancient 
Egyptian gods and goddes^s. made of bronze or 
wood, and of saaed animals, such as the falcon, 
mongoose and cat. 

In addition to the ancient Egyptian objects, "Art 
and the Archaeologist" contains decorative, husehold

and religious objects from other ancient civilizations 
which grew up around the Mediterranean Sea, such as 
■ Minoa, Mycenae, Mesopotamia and Greece. 

They include a Minoan flower bowl of i^XXKlSOO 
B.C. and the Amphipolis Treasure, a set of jewehy 
made of gold with i^arnelian, garnet, agate and, glass, 
from the Greek Hellenistic culture of the fourth to 
third centuries B.C. 

A special section in the exhibition contains a g^up 
of objects discovered by Virginia archaeologists at the 
Kingsmill site on the James River near WilUamsburg. 
The objects are remnants of an early Colonial 
setttenwnt there. Iliey include examples of ddftware, 
wineglasses and metalwork, and they were recovered 
by the Virginia Research Center for Archaeology at 
Williamsburg. 

The exhibition is arranged in chronological order 
based on the dates when archaeologists discovered the 
objects and the civilizations from which they came. 

"Art and the Archaeologist," which is funded in 
part by a grant from the National Endowment for tlw 
Arts, will remain on view here through May 24. The 
echibition is open to the public at no charge Monday 
through Thursday from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m.

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Restoring your antiques 

Last week wc mentioned when shopping for 
antiques (o check closely the condition and quality 
of an antique, thai some pieces were beyond 
restoration. 

A piece ol t'urniiure that needs a lot of 
replacement parts will end up being a new piece 
with a few old parts. This yo\i do not want! 

To restore a genuine antique rs to return the 
piece as closely as possible to the original 
condition, with only minor repairs or replacement 
parts. 

When refinishing or restoring an antique, you 
will discover there are "distress" marks or scars in 
the wood. Leave them there! Do not try to sand 
over or remove these scars. They add valuable 
character to any antique furniture. 

Also, you should finish the wood, without using 
any stain. Try to keep the original color of the 
aged wood if possible.

Q— I have been told that antiques are a good 
investment. Is this true? 

A - True. Antiques are getting harder to find. 
Thus they can only go up in value. Definately a 
good investment. 

Q ~ I have several very old hooked rugs. How 
do I clean them?

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One of the points of confusion that many people have 
about their social security benefits is the relationship 
between the amount of their benefits and the social 
security taxes they've paid over the years. 

Actually, there is no direct relationship between the 
amount of taxes you pay and the amount of your 
benefit. The amount of your social security benefit is 
based on your average annual earnings, updated to 
rcficccl changes in wage levels over your working years. 
Of course, since the more you make the more you pay 
in social security taxes up to a certain point — or 
$22,900 in 1979 — your benefit check will reflect in a 
•general way the fact that ihc amount of your 
contributions arc high or low. But it is misleading to 
view the relationship as a direct one. 

The question often comes up when people request a 
statement of earnings ffom social security, something 
that's a sfiod thing to do every 3 years or so. The 
statement shows reported earnings up to the maximum 
level of earnings covered by the social security tax. 
Many people expect to sec the taxes they actually paid. 

It is easier to understand the difference when you 
think about what the social security system is all about. 
Il's^designed to partially replace earnings lost because of 
a worker's retirement, death, or disabiliiy. Since 
earnings replacement is the primary goal, ihc amount of 
ihc benefit rcllccis considerations designed lo moderate 
the decline in earnings. 

Currcmly, monthly social security cash benefits 
re^ace about 55 percent of the monthly pre-retirement 
earnings of the low wage earner; aN>ui 42 percent of the 




pre-retir^nfflt earnings of tlw average wage earner, and 
about 30 percent of |he earnings of the high wage 
earner. The difference is because the lower wagaearner 
can least afford a reduction in earn&igs. 

People who tMnk of their fuiui;e benefits in teri^s of 
their present taxes lend to. think of tMr benefits In 
terms of getting their money back from social security, 

Sometimes they forget that the nature of insttraiKic is 
such that niany will get much more than they paid in 
while others, thcKC who die without leaving a family, for 
example, may nm j^ back as much u tNy'>^ paid in. 

A social security study sho#s th^t under present law 
the average person may expect to |et back at least his or 
her own social s«:urtty.)(»ntrTbutions,^ taking into 
account the various probability factor affecting his or 
her chances of collectit^t^nefiis. 

If benefits were in fact bas^ on imen paid« like tJie 
premiums |»id for private uisurancc, many people 
would gel a great d»l k&% from social s«uriiy. This 
would main that the prc^ram would be unable to fulfill 
its basic social purpose — to prevent wlc^pread 
poverty by enabling workers to contribute toward the 
day whcnthey'rc unable to work because of aid age, 
death, or Ability.

Infiltration: 

tlie biggest enei^y robber 
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After a long^ winter of chilly rooms and high electric bills, you may well have decided to expend some time this 
qpnng working at making your home more energy-efficient . 

We've all hetm educated about the benefits of weatherstripping around doors and windows and extra insulation in 
the ceilmg and walls. But an interesting series of tests in the Dallas area completed by Texas Power and Light 
Company and recently printed in Housing majgazine show that in actuality more than 30 percent of the heat loss from 
an average single family house occurs through holes in the building envelope itself. Tliai beats Josses through 
windows, doors, walls or ceilings - areas where most energy-conscious homeowners have concentrated their efforts. 

The accompanying pie chart shows the proportionate ways in which heat escapes your home in the winter and cold 
air infiltrates.

According to the tests conducted, the greatest loss of heat consistently shows up between the sole plate and the slab. 
That is, between the wood sill that holds the supporting framework of the house and the concrete slab or block upon 
which most homes are built. Sealing the sill with caulk, foam insulation or compressed mineral wool may be a difficult 
and messy job, but if jrau're on a slab and really concerned about heat loss, it may well be worth your while to pull off 
some baseboarding and lift up the carpeting to see if this area is a problem. Also, this is an area to watch out for if 
you're having a new home built or an old one remodeled. 

Wall outlets present another often overlooked problem area. By turning the proper circuit breaker to off, and 
ronoving the cover plate, extra insulation can be stuffed in and around electrical boxes holding sockets and switches. 
A non-conductive insulation such as fiberglass 'OVKfoamt is essential, says Smith and Keene pef:tric^| Service of 
nnmig| i a i < ii nkhi«n^ i Ktf alm i pgiim oirtUhattjteatotiott is of mo»$ value if not packed in air Vig y^^j lkm.fa' 
somebrtatWngfoom.

Sometimes when the cover plate is removed, the homeowner may find that the wall plaster does not meet the 
switchbox. This can be corrected by patching with spackling compound. Again, don't forget to turn off the power to 
the fixture on which you want to work at the fuse box. 

Insulation around ducts is another common energy wasting area. The ductwork should be wrapped, neatly and 
fimaly arid should be well sealed. Insulation shouldn't be just laid over the ducts or appear to be split, loose, or 
hangmg. 

Finally, check the sills and air leaks around windows. Chock those other areas such as r«»ssed spotlights, the 
bathroom vents, the dryer vent and so on. Another good place to look is underneath kitchen and bathroom sinks or 
anywhere piping may come into the living area through a hidden wall. 

Any energy conserving action you can take that it's spring, should also pay off during those hot summer months we 
all know are ahead.

I'd been workirtg on hef- for 16 
months and now she was r«dy to be hauled. 

For four hot, sunny, and windless days we 
scraped, sanded, renail^ and painted her hull. 
Each day at sunrise we were inspired to work a 
little harder as the flotilla of charter and private 
boats headed for the C-lO bouy and othsr drum 
Fishing hot spots. At the days end when they 
returned with large catches of drum, we were so 
envious that we would work on into the night in 
hopes of completing the repairs a day earlier and 
joining the early morning migration to the bay. 

Finally, we could see the end--we made 
arrangements to launch on the high tide at 7:30 
p.m. on Saturday; early Sunday morning the 
marina came alive once more. 

Fishermen from as far away as Delaware. 
Maryland, and Pennsylvania bustled about as they 
anxiously awaited the captains of the boats they 
had chartered. 

Our boat, the "Sharon Kay," was one of the 
first boats to leave her slip and head for tte bay. I 
was really amazed at how well she responded to 
my touch. The work we had done on her hid been 
expensive but I could tell right away that it had 
been worth it. 

The bay was a little rough as we ento-ed it. The 
wind had picked up and was blowing from the 
southeast so 1 didn't waste any time getting to the 
C-IO bouy. 1 felt sure we would see bad weather 
before day was MP, but there were a lot of people 
who had their mind set on fishing. While we 
waited near the bouy, we listened to the chatter on 
(he CB and VHP radios. 

Just the day before a lot of the boau had 
reported catching as many as 15 to 20 drum, with 
one boat from Maryland netting a full 23. But 
after an hour, 1 could tell that Sunday v/u j^ing 
to be different. All radio ttporti were indiottiiv 
that no one was having any luck; several bous 
down the bay had even advised us that a line of 
thunder squalls were heading our way. I just 
hoped it would hold off untU the tide duuiged-l 
figured we could catch a £ew and then make the 50 
mile run back to Great Bridge. 

At last. Brad Gregory of Chesapeake ended our 
monotonous waiting game by landing a blueflsh- 
BUI Borura of Pocomoke, Maryland followed nJt 
r few moments later with a second blue. 1 
panicked when I began to think 1 was the one who 
might get skunked. 

Finally, howeMirir>4'»/cM<(iMhat old fa 
iP-AOKitkflWPMiilfiFdMliI i^^l 
was doing it. fiprvehhtiH little line and^ 
he bumped it again, I set the hook and the fight 
was on. tn 15 minutes I landed a 55 lb. black 
dnrm. 

Before the fishing ended I landed one more 
drum (approx. 60 lb.) and Bill caught three more 
blues. We knew he hadn't set the world on fire 
when we quit, but we had done better than any of 
the other boats we had heard from. 

All along, the weather had been getting worse. 
It soon started to thunder and rain and the wind 
was kicking the sea up a lot more. It was blowii^ 
out of the southwest, but I was forced to head into 
it for the next two hours until 1 reached the safety 
of Hampton Roads.

There are many reasons for wanting a swimming 
pool; fun, recreation, exercise, or health. Today, more 
and more families are 'taking the plunge' into buying 
their own pool. While a pool can mean years of 
enjoyment and even increased value to property, the 
Better Business Bureau reminds consumers to plan 
carefully before buying. They will be rewarded in time. 
money, and enjoyment if they decide what kind of pool 
they want and how much they want to spend to build 
and maintain it before contacting a contractor. 
Types of Pools 

There are two basic types of swimming pools: above- 
ground and in-ground. In general, above-ground pools 
are less expensive to install because of the materials and 
construction involved; usually a heavy-duty liner laid 
over a supporting structure. Some above-ground pools 
can be taken down and stored or moved to a new 
location, and their maintenance is relatively simple. 

In-ground pools can be built of various materials 
ranging from vinyl liners to fiberglass, poured concrete, 
or concrete called gunitc. Because of the excavation, 
materials, and labor involved, in-ground pools are 
usually more expensive than above-ground pools and, 
unlike above-ground pools, they usually are taxable as 
property improvements. 

Figuring Costs 

Swimming pools require certain basic equipment over 
and above the pool itself. Buyers. should consider the 
cost of such things as a filtering system, heating 
equipment, steps or, ladders, and pool covers. In 
addition, consider the cost of decking around the pool. 
While items such as diving boards and pool lights may 
be added after the pool is buih, it may be more 
economical to have them installed at the time of 
construction. Local laws usually require that pools be 
enctosed by a fence to protect children from using them 
without adult supervision. Wise home owners also will 
consult their insurance company about the value of 
additional homeowner coverage for the new pool. 
Choosing A Builder 

Be sure the pool builder is properly licensed, knows 
about zoning, building and grading requirements, and 
can make necessary site and soil evaluations of the 
property. Be certain, as well, that the builder is properly 
insured to protect you in the event of an accident during 
construction. One of the best ways to check on a builder 
is to inspect pools he has installed and talk with the 
owners. If they are not satisfied, find out why. 

Keep in mind that the contract may be the most 
important step toward satisfaction in owning a pool.

2. Seek information from others. 

Arrive at your fishing location in time to consult with 
dock owners, local anglers, guides, conservation 
officers, and others who live in the area and can add to 
your knowledge of local conditions. 

3. Search for a fishing pattern. 
Determine a pattern and follow it until you know 

absolutely that it isn't producing. Then strike out on a 
different pattern, searching until you find the one or 
two that work. 

4. Fish only key success areas. This works best on 
a lake where you do a lot of fishing. 

Don't waste lime on areas which have proven poor in 
the past. Pass them by and go directly to where you 
know there are fish. 

5. Keep in top physical condition. 
Good health adds greatly to your enjoyment of the 

outdoors. You can stay out longer, be more alert, and 
feel better after a long day on the water.

Virginia Beach City Council Monday afternoon by a 
vote of 8-3 decided to participate in the Southeastern 
Public Service Authorities garbage-to-fuel plan. 

However, council incorporated in its action a 
condition that a "satisfactory agreement be approved 
by the City Council concerning the ash and residue. 

Virginia Beach expects to work a trade-off so that the 
city will pay for tipping fees being charged all six 
member cities by allowing SPSA to dump ash and 
residue from the energy plant in the city's landfill. 

City Manager George L. Hanbury said that he could 
only recommend the contract with SPSA if the city is 
able to offset all landfill costs with no expenses incurred 
by residents for residential pick-up and if the U.S. Navy 
agrees to participate with SPSA in payment as presently 
anticipated. 

The Navy is expected to be the purchaser of the fuel 
which will be processed from the garbage for use at the 
Navy Yard in Portsmouth. 

Escalated figures on the cost of the $27 million 

project have caused the Navy to back off slightly and 

raised some doubt in the minds of some council 

members about the viability of the project. 

Vice Mayor J. Henry McCoy Jr. said th^t if the Navy

wanted their costs fixed, the only way to operate with 
inflated costs was through increased dumping fees. "We 
still haven't got it tied down. We should have something 
more legally binding than we have here today." 

Councilman John A. Baum noted that "we're always 
criticized for not planning ahead. 

Mayor Patrick L. Standing, who is chairman of the 
Service Authority, said that he had been "quiet because 
I don't know how to discuss a ($27 million) contract. (' 
do know what I am doing.'' 

He said that the Authority is in delicate negotiations 
for a contract with the Navy and that SPSA "cannot go 
any further unless we determine whether the project will 
be tax exempt. He explained that Congressional 
delegates need to know they have the support of the 
member cities before they proceed with necessary 
legislation. SPSA needs to know its tax status before it 
can proceed with a bond issue. 

Standing said that the project was not developed 
without Navy participation. The Navy, he said, 
specified how many million pounds of steam, for 
example, and requested three turbines and boilers 
instead of two.

the state's roads yearly. 
Along their 40-mile 
commutation route alone, 
in one month they counted 
65 dead rabbits, 34 birds, 
20 oppossums, and a 
number of raccoons, 
skunks, groundhogs, cats, 
dogs, squirrels, deer, 
chipmunks, snakn, foxes 
and porcupines. 

The thrw noted that the 
greatest number of 
animals died on unfenced, 
two-lane roads bordering 
farms or forests. 

NWF's President 
Scroggin also advised 
against "adopting^' or 
"rescuing" wildlife. 
"Wild animals make bad, 
and even dangerous [wts," 
he said. Except in rare 
cases where an injured 
animal might be taken to a 
veterinarian for 
treatment, and then 
released again into the 
wild, he said, most wild 
animals are better off left 
to their parents.

Police salaries 
again reviewed 
by City Council 
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City Council denies latest request 
to expand Seaside Amusement Park 



A Virginia Beach city councilman maintains that 
salary increases for police officers could have been 
considered within the budget period if the results of a 
survey on police attitudes had not been withheld by the 
city manager. 

Councilman Donald W. Merrick Monday afternoon 
lost by a vote of 6-5 a bid to better the lot of Beach 
police officers with a two-step salary increase in 
addition to salary increases included in the 1979-80 
budget. He was criticized for bringing up the matter 
after the 1979-80 operating budget was approved. The 
measure was also defeated because other council 
members objected to singling out one department for 
special treatment. 

Council did vote 6-5 to consider at the suggestion of 
Councilman R.L. Riggs a one-grade increase for police 
and fire department members effective July 1. City 
Attorney Dale Bimson, was directed to bring back the 
ordinance June 4. 

Merrick said Monday evening that the salary 
increases could have been acted upon during the budget- 
planning period. The budget was approved April 23. He 
said that he had been discussing the matter in executive 
sessions for five weeks. 

He said that a confidential survey on police attitudes 
had been made in February and March and the final 
report was dated April. However, Merrick said, when 
he asked City Manager George Hanbury for a copy on 
May 1, Hanbury acted surprised that Merrick knew 
about the report and refused to show him the report 
until he could give one to all couiicil members at the 
same time.

It was a "confidential" survey, Merrick said, but 
before the week was out he realized that practically all

The survey was made by an CHd Dominion University 
team headed by Dr. Wolfgang Pindur and two research 
assistants, Aparna Nadkarni and Jane Jones, under the 
Integrate Criminal Apprehension Program with a Law 
Enforcement Authority Assistance discretionary grant 
for the Virginia Beach Police Department. 

Merrick said the survey was made in February and 
March and that a follow-up survey will be made next 
year at the same time. 

"The thing that surprised me was that throughout the 
week (after the 'confidential' report was released to 
council) 1 received rmmerous telephone calls referring to 
items in the report." Merrick said he didn't "know 
where the leak is between the executive session and the 
press" but that he suspected it was in the city 
organization. "There's no way that (the reporters can 
ask me the questions they did without having a copy."

Most 
have no desire to become 
as big and muscular as 
Arnold Schwarzenegger, 
but for those who strive 
for that goal, bodybuild- 
ing is indeed the number 
one sport. 

The arrival of warm 
si^nny weather will bring 
the bodybuilders out 
from hibernation where 
they have been "pumping 
iron" in Tidewater gyms 
and spas throughout the 
winter months. Many 
hours of hard work and 
dedication go into a 
bodybuilder's routine 
which go unseen by most 
critics of the sport. 



Bodybuilding is as 
much a sport as any 
other recognized sport 
and the myth that oiyone 
can walk into a ^m and 
lift weights to turn out 
like Arnold Schwarzeneg- 
ger is indeed a miscon- 
ception.

A common misconcep- 
tion is that bodybuilders 
are slow, sluggish and 
uncoordinated.

Franco Columbo, an ac- 
complished bodybuilder 
was both an Italian am- 
ateur boxing cluunpion 
and power lifter while 
Lou Ferrigno has demon- 
strated his ability on a 
televised superstars event. 

Weight training has al- 
ways been an intregal 
part of most sports. This 
is not to say that a 



bodybuilder cannot be 
dow and uiKoordinated 
but this only occurs when 
a bodylHiilder trains im- 
properly by limiting his 
or her workouts to noth- 
ing more than heavy 
weight combined with no 
otho- exercise and over- 
eating. 

Yes, there are women 
bodybuilders, they do not 
turn into musded mascu- 
line bodies but rather 
slim well deflned bodies 
worthy of admiration 
from any observer. Hie 
result of "pumping iron" 
is not just massive size 
but proportion and defi- 
nition, making it possible 
for womoi to enjoy the 
benefits of lifting weights 
to obtain a beautiful fig- 
ure. 

With the advoit of Ar- 
nold Schwarzenegger the 
popidarity and publicity 
of bodybuilding , has 
grown and is currently 
reflected in Virginia 
Beach by tlie increase in 
spas and dubs aimed at

Tiddler on the roof begins run 

at Tidewater Dinner Tlieatre tliis weeic 



"Fiddler on the Roof," the musical which won 
unqualified superlatives from critics and audiences all 
over America, and in 21 foreign countries opens at the 
Tidewater Dinner Theatre on May 24. 

The starring role of Tevye is played by Hank Mauro. 
Tevye, the indomitable milkman beset with poverty, has 
a shrewish wife, three marriageable but dowery-less 
daughters, a lame horse, and other misfortunes that 
never quite daunt him. 

Among the many distinctive features of the musical, 
it begins without an overture. The curtain rises on a man 
in a threadbare coat sitting on the roof a little hut, 
playing a vioHn. To his music, villagers come on stage, 
men in shabby dothes, w'oni^ft' in dhab'liifafsa'nt stifts, 
dancing in a slow circular mbviernent, as the orchestra 
comes up behind the violinist. 

A spotlight picks outgone man in the center of the 
circle. This is Tevye, the milkman, and he leads the 
villagers in a rafter-singing choral invocation to 
"Tradition," which makes the wheels go round among 
the Jews of this village in Czarist Russia in 1905. In 
Anatevka, he explains, there's a tradition for 
everything, how to eat, how to wiear clothes, how to 
pray, how to arrange marriages (the papas do it for thier 
heirs) and this makes for stability and endurance amid 
hardships. 

This warm and richly comical musical play was based 
by the well-known Broadway librettist Joseph Stein on a 
series of world-famous stories, originally written in 
Yiddish from 1890 to 1916 by the man who called 
himself Sholom Aleichem. 

It is tradition that motivates and threads through the 
story of the musical, and it is tradition that involves the 
bone-poor Tevye in most of his respectful but 
wonderfully salty debates with God, with his wife 
Golde, to be played by Sylvia Neff, and with himself. 

Tradition is served when the Matchmaker, to be 
portrayed by Anne Kiss (Yente), arranges a marriage for 
Tevye's eldest daughter with the rich but much older 
butcher, to be played by Dan Smith (Lazar). Tradition 
is shaken when this daughter, being played by Diane 
Wayrick (Tzeitel), refuses the match. Why? The 
butcher, she says, is bald. She is told, "A poor giri 
without a dowry can't be so particular. You want hair, 
marry a monkey!" 

The songs of "Fiddler on the Roof," by Jerry Bock 
and Sheldon. Harnick have been called by numerous 
critics "the most melodious music this side of Richard 
Rodgers," with lyrics that are witty, often tender and 
always graceful and literate. 

Among the memorable songs are a riotous and 
exciting "Wedding Dance," a cheerful drinking song 
called "To Life," a sweetly-sjBd hymn to the quick flight 



of years entitled "Sunrise, Sunset," a gossipy patter- 
song of the villagers "1 Just Heard," Tevye's longing 
for prosperity called "If I Were a Rich Man," and the 
poor tailor's paean of triumph at winning his bride, 
"Miracle of Miracles." 

"Fiddler on the Roff has been directed by G.F. 
Rowe and produced by Alan Sader. The set design is by 
Hank Sparks; costumes by Fredda Evans; choreography 
by Judy Hatcher; music directed by Chris Kypros, and 
lighting by Sue Mooney.

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Artist offers tips 
on selecting fine art 

If there's one thing most of us resent, it's having some 
so-called authority challenge our taste in art. 

"I may not know art, but I know what I like," is a 
common defense. 

Even the most snobbish expert will concede that 
there's no explaining individual preferences. An 
abstract image of cubes and lines may be considered a 
profound masterpiece by one person but, to another 
who likes clearly-defined, images of meadows or sailing 
ships, the blur of shapes and colors is just a 
schizophrenic mess. 

But whatever your tastes-whether they run along 
traditional lines or the avant-gar(4-there are some 
universal standards that distinguish good art from bad. 

For the novice art buyer who is unsure of his 
judgment, one relatively safe and inexpensive way to 
start a collection is with prints, said Ken Daley, co- 
chairman of the Old Dominion University Department 
of Art. 

Daley, of course, isn't talking about the 
reproductions sold at furniture and dime stores, but the 
"fine art" prints available at art shows, galleries, and 
museums. Generally priced from $10 to $200~although 
some, like a signed Van Gogh or Matisse, can go 
upward of $15,000--prints can be a far better bargain

They were citizens who gave us much as 
Americans in past wars.

Capt. Alan B. Shepard. for whom the Virginia Beach 
Civic Center was renamed, was America's first man in 
space. He took a IS-minute sub-orbital flight in a 
Mercury capsule that traveled 116 miles down-range in 
1961. 

Shepard, while a Virginia Beach resident, was an 
aircraft readiness officer on the Cinclant Fleet staff in 
Norfolk. Shepard has been grounded for six years due 
to ear trouble, however, he underwent successful 
surgery last May. 

Capt. Jim Lovell, a former safety officer for Fighter 
Squardron 101 at bceana Naval Air Station, flew 14 
days with astronaut Prank Bofman in Gemini 7 in 1965. 

Last December he, Borman and Air Force Maj. 
William A. Anders became the first men to orbit the 
moon on the eight-day flight of Apollo 8. Lovell also 
commanded the four-day flight of Gemini 12 in 1966.

Physical oceanographers and marine geologists from 
the Virginia Institute of Marine Science are stirring the 
curiosity of bathers and vacationers here this week by 
installing a series of wells in the beach. 

The project is taking place a few hundred feet north 
of 89th Street through the cooperation of the U.S. 
Army at Fort Story. It is primarily supported by a 
$27,000 grant with the Office of Naval Research.

If you pay a household worker $50 or nore during a 
calendar quarter, you nust report tbe wages — and pny 
soctol security taxes due — before the end of the month 
after Ihc quarter cnto. For example, a report for the 
quarter ending March 31 is due by April 30. 

Only cash pay of $50 or more roust be reported. 
Include cash paid to cover the cost of board and room 
and bus fare. Deduct 6.13 percent from the worker's 
wages and add an equal social security (ax of your own. 
Report the wages on IRS Form 942 (Emf^yer's 
Quarterly Tax folum for Household Kraployces), 
available Ucm any IRS office. 

Household workers include maids, cooks, cloning 
women, gardeners, handymen, and other persons who 
work in or about youf home. Babysiitcrs (adult and 
lecnae) are also included if they come to your home to 
care fw the chiMren. 

For more infm-mation about reporting wages for 
household employees, ask for a free copy of sodiri 
Sccarity and Ywv HoMiehoM Employee from any 
social security office. It includes a lear-of f card you can 
send to IRS to get the forms you n^d to report the 
wages.

Tips for Beach gardeners 



In your home garden 



Tl» Virginia Beach De- 
l»artment of Agriculture/ 
Cooperative Extension 
Swvice offers these tips 
tot successful gardening: 
I. A soil test is perhaps 
<Mie of the most impor- 
tant steps for successful 
garctenii^. It will indicate 
the level of nitrogen, 
phosphorous, potassium, 
calcium (lime) aild mag- 
nesium in the s^il as well 
as the ph. 

SoU testing is a free 
service available from the 
Virgfaiia Beach Dqpait- 
iwnt of Agriculture-VPI 
Bctension. With the re- 
sult of the soil sample the 
Extension Service will in- 
clude recommendations 
fm how much and what 
kind of fertilizer and lime 
is needed. 

To obtain a soil test go 
to any Virginia Beach 
library and pick up a soil 
box and information 
sh^et. 

To get the soil sample 
go to the area where the 
garden win be and dig 
down 4-6 inches and re- 
move some of the soil 
from the hole. Do this in 
4 or S different spots in 
the garden-mix all the 
samiries thoroughly and 
fill the soil box up. Then 
just return it and the 
completed information 
sheet to the library, 
w The test will take 3-4 
wedcs, so k is never too 
tmtly to have a test 
made-the sooner the bet- 
ter.

VII. A frequent mis- 
Ukt of beginning garden- 
ers is the failure to thin 
out seedings. This is im- 
portant since late or in- 
adequate thinning will 
promote severe crowding 
from which vegetables 
will never recova. 

As soon as all the seeds 
have sprouted, begin pul- 
ling out surplus everytime 
you walk through the 
garden. 

VIII. Many vegetables 
benefit from occasional 
light fertilizing during 
their growing period, 
his is kpown as side-dres- 
sing. Apply very little 
fertilizer and keep it a- 
way from the base, stem, 
or leaves of the plant to 
prevent burning. 

IX. A major curse of 
all gardens is the weed. 
The excuse "a few weeds 
won't hurt" isn't truer 
Even a few weeds are 
more than enough and 
they can turn rapidly into 
an over-abundance which 
shades and strangles veg- 
etables. So, get rid of the 
weedsl 

X. The use of mulch is 
important fpr a garden. 
It is great for control of 
weeds and the conserva- 
tion of soil moisture. If 
the mulch is left along 
with the plant residue on 
the garden over the prin- 
ter it will add organic 
matter to the soil. 

That are a variety of

Tomatoes and the 
climbing type beans are 
v^etables that require a 
support system. 

Tomato stakes should 
stand six feet tall and the 
plant should be trained to 
one stem by removing the 
side shoots as they grow. 
The single ston should be 
tkd to the stake.

Scrap himber, bamboo, 
or young sapling trea are 
good materials for stakes 
and poles. 

Copper nophthenate, a 
wood preservative, can be 
used on the wood so they 
can be used every year.

XII. If you desire a 
continuous crop of a veg- 
etable such as com or 
radishes make use of the 
successive planting sys- 
tem. If it is a. continuous 
supply of com you want 
then plant a row of com 
this week, then two 
weeks latet another row, 
etc. This also works very 
well when there is limited 
gardening space.

Strawberries will 
pioduce more frail in a 
small space than almost 
any other berry crop.

Guardian or Redchief 
are recommended for 
midseason ripening, and 
Muriate is one of the best 
varieties.

Some hard-boiled 
facts about eggs 



May is "egg month" in Virginia. Here are a few 
facts and figures about eggs: 

Virginia is the 23rd largest egg producing state 
in the nation, producing some 885 million eggs 
annually (that is 2!^ million eggs laid per day). 

During 1978, more than 67 billion eggs were 
produced in the United States. 

Three states - California, Georgia, and 
Arkansas ~ account for onerfourth.of the lotaU

s egg industry accounted for 
more than AjJercent of Virginia's total cash farm 
recdpts (that's about $30 million). 

Poultry and poultry producu (eggs, broilers, 
and turkeys) accounted for 17.5 percent of the 
gross cash farm receipts in Virginia (that's about 
$210 million). 

The Agriculture Department estimates that 
Americans consumed 278 eggs per capita in 1979 
(or six more than they ate a year earlier) 
representing the first year-io-year increase since 
I97I. And that is a trend that is expected to 
continue in 1979. 

Virginia's 125 commercial egg producers fund a 
statewide effort in egg promotion, education, and 
research through a 2 cents per case checkoff. This 
money Is administered by the Virginia Poultry 
Products Commis.sion one of nine state

jdght feet tall and allow I agricultural commodity commissions, 
for full powth. They can ' 
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crop to raise on fertile, 
well-drained soil. 

To improve the nytrient 
level, broadcast about 
four pounds of 5-10-5 
fertilizer on the garden 
and rutotill it into the soil 
before planting your 
strawberries. 

Strawberries should be 
planted in the spring 
several weeks before the 
average date of the last 
frost. Set 

the plants 18 inches apart, 
the rows four feet apart. 

The earliest way to set 
strawberry plants is to 
push a pointed shovel intp, 
the soil to the full depth of 
the blade. Pull the shovel 
to onii side to make a V- 
shaped opening. 

Spread the roots of the 
plant like a fan and extend 
thcni to their full length 
along the exposed soil 
surface. Withdraw the 
shovel and push the soil 
back against the roots, 
pressing it down firmly 
with the foot. 

Be sure to have the 
crown of the plant level 
with the surrounding soil. 
If set too low, soil may 
wash over the crown 

•4- 

during a rainstorm and 

smother the plant. 
If set too high, the top 

part of the roots will be 

exposed and thet>lani will 

make poor growth. 
Pick off any flowers 

which may develop during 

the first summer. The 
iplant needs to use all of its 
food materials for the 
formation of runners 
which will produce fruit 
next year. 

Within a few weeks 
your strawberries will start 



to develop runners. If 
allowed to grow williout 
interference, they willf 
orm a matted row two or 
three feel wide. 

Or you may space them 
about six inches apart as 
they develop roots. After 
you have secured a band 
type row of evenly spaced 
plants about two feet 
wide, all other runners 
should be removed as they 
are formed. 

The spaced row will 
produce larger and higher 
quality berries than the 
matted row. 

Or you may want to use 
your strawberries as a 
"sweet" ground cover. 
Compared lo traditional 
ground covers, 

strawberries make a 
complete cover in a short 
period, three to five 
months under average 
conditions. 

They add intercsing 
color and texture and 
some new varieties such as 
Ft. Laramie will withstand 
temperatures to -30" 
without mulching. 

Weeds and grass must 
be controlled in the 
strawberry planting. 
Cultivate or hoe between 
the rows, and pull weeds 
from between the plants. 

The cultivation must be 
very shallow to avoid 
damage to the roots of the 
strawberries. 

To' secure" "highest' 
quality, harvest 

strawberries when the 
fruit is firm but has 
developed full red color. 
During warm weather, the 
berries will need to be 
picked daily. ^

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Most ol you recaU reading about the unhappy case of 
Mr. and Mrs. Mkhad fiacsa, the Virginia Beach couple 
who paid $43,557 in cash for a home which may never 
be theirs. Real estate attorneys Norman F. Strauss Jr. 
and Edward P Budnick. were pUced under investigation 
for allegedly failing to pay off the prior nu>rtgage on the 
Bacsa's home as well as others, thereby casting grave 
doubts on present owners' titles. 

For an additional $152.25 at closing, the Bacsas could 
have been protected and their subsequent tragedy 
averted. Owner's title insurance would have 
accomplished that for them, but unfortunately no one 
told the Bacsas about the coverage. 

And in fact today, the nuyority of people buying 
homes fail to take out title insurance to protect 
thanselves. Many simply are not aware of it; others are 
told it's really not necessary; almost no one seems to 
understand exact^ what it is. 

There are two types of tiUe insurance. The first is 
leiJe'a titte lauiaacM, which insures the loider's 
interest in the house. Each time a house is refinanced, 
the new buyer purchases a title insuran^ policy for his 
lender. For instance7if you were buying a $50,000 home 
and acquiring conventional fmancing for 80 percent of 
the selling price, you would have to purchase, for your 
lender, title insurance for the amount of the loan, 
140,000. The price would be $2.50 per thousand, or 
$100 for a $40,000 loan. 

TTie insurance, then, would mean that if the title to 
your home were to be found to be defective in some 
way, and an attorney not paying off a prior loan would 
present just such a defect, the lender's financial interest 
in the house would be protected. You as the owner, on 
the other hand, might well lose the $10,000 you made as 
your down payment as well as anything else you put into 
the house. Title problems arising after the mortgage has 
T)eeh paid into for a number of years may have even 
more tragic consequences since the lender's insurance is 
actually decreasing as his interest in the house is 
diminishing. ..».■....•...,.,-■,,, ,,.,,,., 

imurance. This coverage protects the owner's financial 
interest in the house and automatically increases as the 
"vdue of the house increas«, uplo 150 percenTofthe 
original value. In most cases, should a title problem 
arise, the insurance company will assume all legal 
expenses and of course, pay in full in case of loss. The 



cost to buy this owner's coverage, at the time of closing, 
for the hypothetical $50,000 house would only be an 
additional $50. 

Why should 1 consider buying this insurance, you 
may ask. 1 pay a title search fee. Surely the law Hrm 
responsible for searching the records can be held 
financially responsible? Most probably not. The 
attorney who examines the title is only responsible for 
what is found on the public record, and in the vast 
majority of disputed title cases, the problems that arise 
are not in the public record or are errors in the record. 

Those problems are called hidden defeats, and when 
you think about it, you can see why they occur. The 
property you buy has probably been bought and sold 
any number of times. This continuous "chain of title" 
is really no stronger than its weakest link. Anything 
wrong with the title of any previous owner usually 
affects your title too. 

Some examples of hidden defects follow. The marital 
status of a previous owner may have been incorrectly 
given. Certain undisclosed heirs may surface. A person 
who executed a deed may have been a minor or mentally 
incompetent. There may have been fraud or forgeries in 
the signing of prior deeds. There may be confusion due 
to similar or identical names. Mistakes may have been 
made in clerical recording work . 

And if you presently own a home and failed to 
purchase owner's title insurance when you closed? You 
can go back now and buy retroactive insurance. It costs 
more than it would had you bought it at settlement, but 
it is available. 

Edward Dashiell, Sales Manager of Chicago Title 
Insurance Company on Newtown Road points out that 
if you're buying a home, the time to inquire about title 
insurance is before you go to closing. Ask your real 
estate agent about it. Ask your attorney and your 
lender.

than some of the origmal paintings now on the market. 

Daly said that one common misconception about art 
is that paintings hold some value merely because they 
are sold as originals. It's this belief that has led to the 
growth of "art supermarkets," a major sourcfe of bad 
art, he said. They appeal both to people's desire to own 
original works, and their eagerness to own it for a 
thief's price. 

Often advertised as "starving artists" shows, they 
travel around the state appearing for one or two days in 
shopping malls uid community centers, rolHng into 
town with all the advertising fanfare of a carnival. What 
you may find are original oils in only the narrowest

beach except through the amusement park. We've got 
enough bad things now. Let's not have that one." Mrs. 
Johnson reminded mayor Patrick L. Standing that he 
lived in Pinewell at the time. 

Ed Deshields of North Virginia Beach said he was 
opposed to giving to a private enterpriser "something 
that belongs to you or I...." 

Ray Shuman, chairman of the planning, zoning and 
develpment committee of the Council of Civic 
Organizations, said that members opposed the 
encroachment. 

Joel Cooper, representing Greenco, said that the 
company was "trying to recreate an amusement park in 
the spirit that one has existed since the turn of the 
century." To keep the park, he said, services would 
have to be increased. He said Seaside has only two 
major rides. The encroachment wuld be balanced by a 
public easement over two peices of land owned by 
Greenco. 

He said plans were to put the kiddie rides in the 
merry-go-round building and to increase the other ride 
attractions, he said that 18 feet of clearance would be 
provided and that vehicular access is now obstructed b 
stakes which have been put up by the city.

sense of the definition. 

Daley, who calls some of it "schlock art," says in 
many cases.it comes from Central and South America 
where labor is cheap. Peasants are taught a simple 
technique of applying paint, just enough that they can 
produce an identical picture over and over. In other 
cases, several workers may be trained to paint one of 
two images each-clouds or boats, for example. Like an 
auto assembly line, the painting moves from one worker 
to another until the picture is complete. The result is an 
"original" that may fit neatly over the living room 
couch, but which has no value as fine art, Daley said. 

"What people are buying are decorations, but 
because they're made from art materials like oil and 
canvas, these objects are mistaken for art," he 
observed. 

"There's always a market for this kind of thing 
because people either don't take the time to shop 
around and learn what's available, or because they're 
afraid of their own judgement. They're susceptible to 
consumer marketing. The fact that these sales are called 
art shows and are heavily advertised gives them an air of 
legitimacy." 

The supermarket art sales are easily distinguished 
from the more sophisticated shows sponsored by civic 
groups, art associations, and communities. The most 
visible tell-tale sign of schlock art, Daly warned, is 
repetition. The same kind of paint strokes used over and 
over is one clue, as are shows that feature row upon row 
of a few identical themes, like children, seascapes, and 
florals. 

Of course, affordable originals can be found at local 
gallaries and the established art festivals. But prints are 
a perfectly acceptable option for buyers who don't have 
the money, knowledge, or time to become serious art 
collectors, the ODU artist said. 

Even with prints, however, there are a few points that 
the buyer should be aware of. First, beware of any 
reproduction in which the dot pattern is easily visible 



through the picture. Regardless of its price tag, Daley 
cautioned, the print is worth only the paper it's printed 
on. 

Because of the wide disparity in the cost of prints, and 
the many labels used to describe them, here are some 
difinitions that will be useful to the person shopping for 
a print: 

-Print or graphic. Refers to any work of fine art 
produced by an industrial, automatic, or hand-crafted 
process in which the picture image is transferred onto 
the surface from a matrix. 

-Original print. Describes fine art prints which 
generally meet these conditions: (I) The artist has 
created the matrix from which the prints are made; (2) 
The number of prints in the edition is under the artist's 
personal direction and supervision; and (3) The artist 
approves and signs each print . 

-Proof. A general term used to describe each print 
image. 

-Edition. Refers to the total number of prints (or 
proofs) made from a single image. Numbers appear on 
the print in fractions, such as 6/50, indicating that the 
print is the sixth from 50 printed. Editions numbered in 
Roman numerals, such as 7/X, indicate that the prints 
were made for the artist's personal use, making them 
more highly prized by collectors. 

-Chop mark. A stamped or embossed seal appearing 
on a print, designating the name of the printer, the 
pubUsher, or the gallery or dealer. The mark is a' 
guarantee of authenticity and good workmanship. 

-Autograph. The artist's signature is made, not on 
the original matrix, but on each print in the edition, as a 
personal guarantee of quality. Any increased value that 
a signed print has derives only from the value of the 
autograph itself. For example, an autographed Normal 
Rockwell reproduction will sell for about $25 more than 
his other reproductions because $25 is the market value 
among autograph collectors.

"Customers should be 
sure their boxes provide 
adequate protection to the 
mail and are easily 
reached by carriers to help 
speed collection and 
delivery of their mail," 
Postmaster Hodges said. 

The Postmaster recalled 
that a man named Ira F. 
Collins was among the 
first to show interest in 
improving. the appearance 
and security of the 
mailbox. 

On April 29, 1903, he 
filed an application with 
the U.S. Patent Office for 
a two-part, cylindrical 
mail receptacle. It 
consisted of a detachable 
scoop with a weatherproof 
outer casing and a metal 
flag that could be raised to 
indicate when mail was to 
be collected. 

"Until Collins came 
along," Postmaster 
Hodges said, "many 
makeshift receptacles - 
including tin cans nail«l 
to trees ~ were used as 
mailboxes, particularly 
rural mail service b^an in 
1896." 

Today, he said, a 
variety of approved 
commercial mailbox 
deigns are available for 
use with decoratiw posts, 
uid thne who prefer a 
custom-made mailbox

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The 197i? Session of the General Assembly of Virginia has enacted 
legislation which required each electric utility which purchases fuel for 
the generation of electricity to submit to the Commission its estimate of 
costs, including the fuel component of purchased power, for a one-year 
period beginning January 1, 1979, along with proposed rates designed 
to recover the estimated fuel expenses. Hearings were held in December, 
1978, on the projected costs and associated rates, and by orders dated 
December 22, 1978, the Company was allowed to place into effect 
tariff provisions to recover the estimated fuel expenses. 

It is further the responsibility of the Commission to investigate 
during the year actual costs of generation so that any annual over-recov- 
ery or under-recovery of fuel expenses can be adjusted. The Commission 
is also required to review actual generation costs and to consider the 
reasonableness of such costs. 

Vepco comes under the new General Assembly Act. The Com- 
pany has been instructed to file with the Commission on or before May 
28, 1979, its actual fuel expenses for the quarter ending March 3 1 , 1979, 
and any tariff provision it may pit>pose to correct over-recovery or under- 
recovery, and evidence in support of its filing. On or after May 28, 1979, 
copies of this filing may be reviewed in any business office of the Com- 
pany where bills may be paid. 

A public hearing has been scheduled to review the Company's 
costs commencing on June 19, 1979, in the Commission's Courtroom, 
Richmond, Virginia. The purpose of this pubhc hearing is to receive 
evidence on actual fuel expenses and to determine if there has been 
over-recovery or under-recovery which should be corrected by tariff 
revision. Also during this hearing the Commission's Staff will present 
its proposed procedures for receiving, storing, and evaluating fuel ex- 
penses and costs of generation. 

If, after review of the material filed by the Company, any in- 
terested person wishes to participate as a protestant in the hearing, i.e., 
to present evidence, cross-examine witnesses, make arguments and file 
briefs, then they should file a protest in accordance with the Commis- 
sion's Rules of ftactice and Procedure on or before June 12, 1979,

Easterly aad northeasieriy winds have dcfiiiitely 

iMunpered fishing this past week for area anglers. Hie trout and sea bass 

nin and the wind kept many small boats on trailers 

or at the dock, and for freshwater anglers, who dcm't 

have to worry about rmigh water, the rain run-off has 

auised muddy conditions in the ma$, poods and 

likes. 
I really lucked out this weekend, though, when I 

went north to Pocomoke, Md. — just barely misting 

the bad weather. Bill Borum and I camped and flsbcd 

a smaU pond just outside Pooomoke and had |»«tty 

good luck on the Uuegill and bass. We deMad part 

of Friday evening's and Saturday morning's Mtch 

and fried them up for Saturday's lunch. Vuiy were 

fantastic, of course everything tastes great outdoon. 
To add the finishing touch \o an almott perfect 

weekoid, Bill treated me to some flounder flUets he 

had caught on Wednesday over at Chincoteague 

Island. The only catch was, I had to (to the cooking. I 

balanced the meal out with an old Eastern Shore 
combination; coleslaw, cold pork A beau, hot 
biscuits and fried potatoes. 

When I got back home, I contacted Emmet Bailey 
at Bailey's Bait and Tackle Cape Charles to see what I 
had missed on the drum fishing scene. &iunet toU me 
that the dr/ m had been running pretty good for the 
anglers that had wanted to put up with the weather. 
He said that Capt. Carl Lewis, on^the charter boat 
Ardee out of Kings Creek Marina, took a pcrty out 
over the weekend, and after they had boated five 
drum, they ded(kd they wanted to try grey trout. 
Capt. Lewis carried them to the Old Plantation Flats 
Lighthouse where they caught 20 grey trout in the six 
to seven pound class. They jigged for the troitt with 
yellow bucktails and white stingray grubs. 

''Another fish that deserves recognition is a 99 lb. 
citation black drum that was caught by Gary Gaddy 
of Woodbridge, Va. I am not sure whethCT Gary was 
fishing on the Arllee or one of the other boats out of 
Kings Creek Marina, but that is definitely • nil 
trophy. 

It is not an uncommon sight at Cape Charles to see 
piles of drum carcasses lying along side some of the 
back roads. This fish are left bdiind by out of town 
anglers who have caught more fish than they want to 
clean or be bothered with. Once they get to the 
marina and get their pictures taken with their catch 
they no longer have any use for them so they axe 
thrown away. I was pleased to learn fnmi Enmet 
Bailey that the Kings Creek Charto- Boat Association 
has put a limit of twelve drum on the parties they 



Coming back to tte western shore, Harold Davis at 
DAM Marina reports that th^ charter and hmd 
botts are ^11 catching plenty of blues, large grey 



Pat McGhee at the Rudee Inlet Sports Fishing 
Cotter in Virginia Beach told me that their charto- 
boau are ttoing real fine on the blues, sea bass Ihd 
grey trout. Pat said that their boats will start running 
half day trips tiiis Memorial Day weekend. So 
you anglers that don't ^ant to stay out all day might 
kttp thu in B^id. 

The area fishing pien seem to be picking up more 
of a variet of fish. H«rman Oarrenger at Harrison's 
Pier rqxHis that timy are stiU catching {rienty of blues 
in the eight to ten pound class and some anglers ai« 
catching as many as 14 before quiting. They are 
making these catches on fireball rigs with cut bait 
Along with the blues, they are still picking up a few 
spot, croaker and small trout. 

Down at Nags Head, Milton Phelps of Tatem's Bait 
and Tackle shop toU me that they are still catching 
l^enty of bluM hi the surf and on the piers. The best 
news Milton had was that the large croakers and pan 
site trout are jM hitting the piers pretty heavy. They 
are catching the croakers on cut bait and squid on the 
trout on red and white "Gotcha" lures. 

If you are irianning a drum fishing trip and you are 
not quite sure as how to clean one of these SO to 60 
poundCTs don't let it stop you from going. I prefer to 
clean a large black drum more than I do most small 
fish. Even though the drum has scales as large as 
guitar picks they can be easily removed. First you 
must nail the tail of the drum to a long board or the 
dock. Next, you take a garden hoe and drag if from 
the tail to the head until afl the scales are removed 
from that side. The board will hold the fish in place. 



After the scales are ronove take a sharp fillet knife 
«nd cut bdiittd the gills down the back fin and then 
down the stomach skie. Then starting at the tail, cut 
down the back bone in the same manner you would a 
tnialla- fidi you are filleting. After this is done 
remove the ndl ud turn the drum over, and repeat 
the process on the other side. You then will have two 
large fillets that can be cut into a mall size for 
baking or you can butterfly it for fryiiig. 




To butterfly the fillet, cut it into strips five inches 

wide. Place the strips, skin side down on a cutting 

board. Uring a sharp filleting knife, slice the strip Vi 

carry out. Once the twelve are caught thf-Captain of inch from the end aU the way down to the skin but do 



the charter boat will ask his party if they want to 
returA^to the dock or try for some blues or trout, as 
did Captain Lewis on the Aralee. I think that thit is a 
fine step towards the conservation effort that these 
charter boat captains have taken. My hat is off to you 
gentlemen. 

Emmet also told me of another effort that is bong 
made to avoid the waste of our fish in the urea. iOr. 
James C. . Wright of Virginia Beadi. at his own 
expense, has released citations printed up for area 
anglers that release their catch. Dr. Wright has 
distributed these attractive citations around the area 
tackle shops. I hope by next week I will have a list of 
the species of fish that qualify for these citations. I 
think Dr. Wright deserves a hand for this fine effort 
he had made and is succeeding with. 

Getting away from the drum and onto s<»ne of the 
small fish that are rewarding area anglers; April 
Mason at the Wachapreague Marina reports that the 
flounder are still abundant when the weather permits. 
One boat landed 64 flounder this past week but due 
to the weather conditions the avera^ has beoi 30 to 
SO fish per boat, which is a low number for this time 
of ynr. Wachapreague is not the only hot qwt on 
flounder. Magothy Bay. Oyster. Chinco«eague and the 
fourth island of the Chesapeake Bay Bridge-Tutmel 
have been yielding their share of flounder also.

Police salaries 
again reviewed

Merrick said that dissatisfaction was evidenced over 
some of the factors internal to the department ~ 
community involvement, decision making and 
knowledge of plan changes. Merrick said for instance 
that police officers with higher seniority from the 
Second and Third Precincts had been transfcred to the 
Second Precinct at the Beach which had officers of less 
soiiority. and were not told why. 

Among problems voiced external to the Department 
are pay and the general public view of the police. The 
attitude toward pay is very nqative, Merrick said, even 
among management. Only one in ten are positive about 
the pay received. "I have never seen anything that said 
90 percent were negative about a particular thing. I'm 
not accustomed to looking at that kind of survey." 

Merrick said that he had been familiar with attitude 
surveys as manager of the Ford Plant in Norfolk for 25 
years. 

When the police problem was discussed in executive 
session last Monday, Merrick said, Hanbury remarked 
that the police problem was no worse then that in any 
other department. zi - 

Monday evening Merrick said, "Today I'm accused 
of waiting until the budgd is over." He said he spent 
the week getting Hanbury to change his cover letter for 
the salary appropriation ordinance suggested by 
Merrick, and then the item was not put on the agenda. 

The item was considered in the ordinance section of 
the regular agenda after Merrick made the request in the 
informal session of council Monday afternoon. 

Merrick is further concerned with the fact that the 
city is losing 10 to 15 percent of its police officers every 
year. "The people we're losing are top-notch people." 

Merrick said that all he had to work with during his 
five weeks of discussion during executive sessions were 
the retention records and the pay scale without benefit 
of the survey. 

Merrick's plan would have tied the salary increases to , 
an associate degree. Included was a two-stop increase 
starting July I amounting to approximately lO percent 
for a total cost to the dty of $466,000. This would have 
been above the one-range increase on Oct. 1 and 
another one on Jan. 1 and any merit increase the 
officers may receive, all included in t he 1979 -8 bu dget 
, for all employees. 



Along with the increase, however, all new police 
officers would be required to have an associate's degree 
in law enforcement or criminology. If officers presently 
" on the force do not have an assodate's degree, they 
"^ would have received the increase but would have been 
given five years in which to get the associate's degree. If 
they failed to meet the deadline, they would be frozen at 
their grade until they did. 

City Manager George Hanbury pointed out that since 
all officers would get the increase whether or not they 
had a degree, there would be a degree of inequity. He 
said that if the ordinance were adopted the educational 
incentive program would be changed to eliminate the 
$600 annual benefit for an associate's degree. Benefits 
of $200 each for a bachelor's and Master's degree would 
be retained. Benefits are cumulative so that an officer 
with a master's degree now recdves an additional $1 ,000 
a year. 

Hanbury also pointed out that the police officers, 
with other dty employees, will be included in a dental 
care plan next year. 

Hanbury said he could not recommend the ordinance. 
He said the present educational program encourages the 
police to further their education but does not force them 
to do so. 

Merrick said at an informal meeting of council 
Monday that with increased educational requirements 
the increases are justified. 

Hanbury said that the dty draws new officers in a 
large degree from those who do not have college 
training. "My concern is rewarding those who do not 
qualify." 

Hanbury, in a reference to the ICAP survey, said that 
while the survey supports the general concern on the 
part of the police offices, the majority of the employees 
may feel that they are not getting what they should. 
"I'm conmrned to with a wave of action." He said that 
fire and corredional officers may also want an increase. 

Mayor Patrick L. Standing said, "1 think everybody 
should get an honest wage and honest pay, but it's the 
public's money... There's no rule that says two-years 
collie makes better polic«nen." 

Merrick said he thought it was a "definite advantage 
for personnd to have two years of criminol(%y." 

Coundlman Rdd Ervin said the starting police salary 
is too low to suK>ort a police officer and his family 
without a second job. 

At present, the starting salary for a police officer with 
no extra training is $10,560. On Oaover that salary will 
be SI 1,040 and on Jan. 1. $11,520. Hanbury says that 
the Virginia Beach force is the higl^ paid in Tidewater 
and among the highest paid in the east. 

^mhng asked, "Don't other people have the same 
jmrtjhans?" 

Councilman J. Curtis Payne Jr. remarked that 
actually the Fire DefMrtment is the most dangerous. 

Ervin said that "so many thinp in the Poli(%

Hanbury said that the city would be limited in its 
hiring if applicants had to have associate degrees. 

When the high divorce rate among police officers was 
mentioned, Councilman George R. Ferrell questioned 
whether money would solve that problem. 

During the formal session of council the ordinance 
was supported by a Norfolk police officer, Carl Lee; 
Virginia Beach Commonwealth's Attorney Andre 
Evans and former Beach police officer Douglas 
Aydlette. 

A member of the Norfolk City Manager's Employee 
Relations Committee, Lee said that the step to require a 
two-year degree was "bold and needed and will be 
proposed in Norfolk next week. "Give them a 
profession, not a semi-profession, a profession to be 
proud of." 

Evans said the police are the only agency expected to 
handle any situation. He said there is a high incidence of 
heart disease and nervous disorders resulting from their 
stressful jobs. Their position is unique, he said, in that 
they have to walk a chalk line between sheer boredom 
and stark terror. . .The police officer can't run," he said. 
Stress takes a toll of the job as well as on because of the 
shifts. He said that nothing can be done about the stress 
and shift work, but "we can see we have qualified 
personnel who can dealwith stress and don't need a 
part-time job." 

He said the police are the only part of the justice 
system who are in direct contact with the public and ' 
they deal with people when they are most threatened 
and vulnerable." 

Standing asked, "How much salary does it take for 
thiq police to be professional?" 

Evans said he was not for giving everybody a pay 
increase, but would justify one coupled with education. 
— — Ervin wanted to know whether a college-educated 
police officer would actually be better. 

Evans said that the Supreme Court has decided that 
the police shoulkd know what the law is and net depend 
on strong-arm tactics. "The strong-armed dumb image 
is out." 

Ervin wanted to know whether a better-trained police 
officer would be more reluctant to run into a dangerous 
situation. 

Evans replied, "If you're not willing to risk your 
lives, you're not going to become policemen." 

Mayor Standing said, "...dumb, flat-footed cops. We 
don't have that in Virginia Beach!" He said that in 
almost three years police salaries have risen from 
$10,560 to 14,400. "We have to consider all 
employees," he said. 

Aydlette, who was on the force for ten years, said he 
was making S12,000 when he left couting overtime aqd 
court pay. He called for |a vote of conscience and not 
politics. 

Councilman John A. Baum said that without a 
definitive objective study, no matter how worthy (the 
cause, there is) released a political process we're not 
proud of." ^ 

Ervin was for getting the policemen "to the point 
where they don't need two jobs to survive." 

Payne said, "I'm voting my conscience because this is 
a political ploy. It came after the budget was 
approved." He said that council has treated the police 
officers fairly. 

Vice Mayor J. Henry McCoy Jr., said he supported 
the pay raise but not the ordinance because "we're 
leaving the fire department out. I like the incentive plan 

we have now Too much, too fast," 

Ferrell, addressing Merrick, said, "You said the 
budget was too high. How do you equate that (with an 
additional $446,00 cost)?" 

"I think certain services are absolutely essential," 
Merrick said. "There are some iJaces where the budget 
can be cut, ...I wiUdoit differeMly next year." 

Ervin agreed that the fire department needed 
consideration but that the qualifications are not the 
same. 

Voting for Merrick's ordinance were Councilmen 
Merrick, R.L. Riggs and Ervin, and Councilwomen 
Oberndorf and Barbara Henley. Voting against the 
increases were Mayor Standing, Vice Mayor McCoy, 
and Councilmen Baum, Payne, Ferrell and Clarence A. 
Holland. 

Riggs' request for an ordinance increasing the pay of 
police officers and firemen one step July 1 with no 
educational requirements was approved by a 6-5 vote 
with McCoy's vo«e tipping the scales. 

Hanbury said implementation of the increases will 
cost about $300,000, approximately two-thirds the cost 
of the Merrick recommendation. 

Standing said ii wals a "poor precendeni...lf that's 
the way we give raises afttr the budget is approved, I see 
a new kind of government in Virginia Bea|h...The 
taxpayers will have to pay." 

The only difficulty he had with Merrick's 
rorommendation, Hanbury said, was that the 10 percent 
incr^se would be given to all with or without a degree.

New windmill 
will generate 
electricity 



The U.S. Department 
of Energy is developing a 
new windmill to convert 
wind-power to either 
electrical or mechanical 
energy-energy that could 
be used for deep w^l 
irrigation. 

A prototype of the new 
windmill, called the 
Giromill (from "cyclogire 
windmill"), is now under 
construction. The 
Giromill employs a new 
design concept-vertical 
blades rotating in merry- 
go-round fashion around 
a vertical central shaft. 
This design allows the 
Giromill to accomodate 
winds from any direction 
without major 

adjustments. 

The prototype will 
stand 125 feet high and 
will consist of a 60-foot 
steel tower structure, three 
42-foot vertical blades, 
and an electric generator 
or gear box. The Giromill 
will generate 40-kilowatts 
or 53 horespower— enough 
for 16 homes. It is 
believed that the Giromill 
could cost less to build 
than a conventional 
windmill of equal 
electrical capacity. 

One possible 

application of the 
Giromill would be for 
deep well irrigation. 
Irrigation pumps are 
employed by farmers 
throughout the plains 
region of the United 
States. To power some of 
these pumps, farmers rely 
on locally a'vailable 
natural gas-supplies of 
which are costly and 
sometimes uncertain. The 
40-kilowatt power could 
also provide power to 
smaller isolated 

mountainous areas, 
isl ands or al ong costal 
regions where adequate 
wind prevails. 

Performance testing 
and verification of the 
Giromill prototype will 
begin early in 1980 at the 
Department of Energy's 
Small Wind Energy 
Conversion Systems 
Center in Rocky Flats, 
Colorado.

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Planetarium director 
controls '^universe'' 
with his fingertips

You might say H.D. Tcuscher has the 
universe at his fingertips. At least that's 
the illusion one perceives when seated 
inside "the Virginia Beach Public Schools 
Planetarium. " 

Teuscher has been the man behind the 
planetarium control panel since it opened 
its doors at Plaza Junior High School in 
l%9. As director of the city's only 
planetarium, he is responsible not only 
for supplements to public school science 
programs, but writes and presents 
programs for the general publicas well. 

Teuscher's knowledge puts the facility's 
Spitz A-4 RPY Planetarium to work 
accurately and efficiently. His creativity 
makes the audience feel as though they 
are actually observing the night sky. 

"The concept of a planetarium is a 
simple idea, but an ingenious one," he 
comments as the room's lights go down, 
simulating dusk to darkness. He works 
through the maze of switches and dials on 
the control panel and in the center of the 
room the core of the planetarium 
machinery swings silently into place. 

It is a simple idea indeed — a giant 
metai bail with a light inside whid) shoots 



out through tin pinholes, creating "stars" 
on a dome-shaped ceiling. 

The different "pinholes" have various 
lenses and filters on them in order to 
properly portray each star's particular 
color and intensity, Teuscher explains. 

"Mercury xenon gas in the central light 
is whal gives the "stars" here their silver, 
true star-like color," he adds. 

With this marvelous machine Teuscher 
can accurately portray and explain the 
patterns of the moon and sun, the earth, 
stars and planers. 

"Accuracy is very important to me," 
he says. "Even if we're discussing 
something completely unrelated in a 
program, 1 still want to make sure each 
element, say, the moon, is in its proper 
place." 

The complexities of astronomical 
accuracy are only one facet of successfully 
operating a planetarium, however, 
numerous special effects add that final 
touch of "reality" to planetarium 
programs." 

Teuscher not only presents programs 
for students and public — he writes them 
as well.

Road location 
to be discussed 
at public hearing 

Citizens of Virginia Beach will have the opportunity 
to offer their suggestions.* and opinions about a 
proposed new location for Great Neck Road between 
Shorehaven Drive and Shore Drive (US 60) at a public 
hearing at 7 p.m. June 7 in Frank W. Cox High School 
at 1 848 Great Neck Road. 

The proposed project would tie-in with the six-lane 
segment of Great Neck Road already open to travel 
from Shorehaven Drive to the south. The new project 
would extend this road northerly to Shore Drive at 
Chesapeake Bay. % 

Several locations and combinations of locations are 
being considered. 

One of the problem spots in attaining adequate traffic 
service over the new 2.2-miIe segment is the area around 
Bay Island. Plans are included in the proposals to 
provide more convenient access for Bay Island residents 
to and from Great Neck Road. 

The existing bridge over Long Creek Canal, Bay 
Island, and Long Creek has a 26-foot-wide roadway, 
with a 13-foot-wide ramp off the bridge's west side to 
serve southbound Great Neck Road traffic headed 
toward Bay Island. A 26-foot-wide ramp on the east 
side of the existing bridge serves two-way traffic be- 
tween Great Keck Road and Bay Island. 

An alternative to be proposed at the public hearing 
would include widening Great Neck Road on its west 
side from Shorehaven Drive toThomas Bishop Lane. At 
this point, the new road would curve easterly awaw 
from the existing roadway. 

It would then be constructed on new location parallel 
to and east of Great Neck Road to its northern terminus 
at Shore Drive. 

A new structure 1,100 feet long and 120 feet wide 
would be constructed over Long Creek Canal, Bay 
Island, and Long Creek some 350 feet east of the 
existing bridge at Long Creek Canal. 

This relocation would tie-in with Shore Drive 850 feet 
east of Great Neck Road. 

A^jp^Keeling Road would be extended across Great 
Neck l^d to tic into the ircw facility south of the new 
brJdgCJUid Lynnhaven Drive would be extended to the 
east, providing access to Great Neck Road for Bay 
Island residents. 

Traffic to and from Great Neck Road and Bay Island 
would continue to use the existing bridge, and access to 
the new road would be by way of extensions of Adam 
Keeling Road and Lynnhaven Drive. 

For persons who desire more detailed information 
abtiut the project, representatives of the Department of 
Highways and Transportation will be at the Frank W. 
Cox High School auditorium between 6 and 9 p.m. 
June 5 and 6.

d^iginating in 1961 with five handlers aiwi their dogs, 
the program now consists of twelve liaiuflers^and dogs. 
' "TTierc are two handlers and dogs statfoned at each of the" 
Department's six field divisions. 

According to Colonel D.M. Slane, "The use of dogs 
by the State Police has proven to be extremely 
successful. They are a valuable asset in many facets of 
law enforcement. 

The 4lepartment is requesting that persons owning 
German Shepherds which appear to meet the required 
specifications and who would like to donate or sell these 
dogs to the department contact either the State Police 
office nearest them or the State Police Training 
Academy in Richmond. 

Only male German Shepherds are used by the State 
Police and they must be registered with the American 
Kennel Club. Other specifications are that the dogs be: 
between one year and 18 months of age, a minimum of 
70 pounds in weight, at least 23 inches in height at the 
shoulders, predominantly dark in color, with erect ears 
and of excellent mental and physical health . 

Once an interested dog owner has contacted the State 
Police, a training instructor will visit the potential donor 
to view the dog. If the dog appears suitable for training, 
it will be taken to a local veterinarian for physical 
examination. If the animal is then considered 
acceptable, the owner signs an agreement to donate or 
sdl the dog to the department.

How fitting that Secretary of State Cyrus R. 
Vance should be celebrating **final 
agreement" with the Soviets on a SALT U 
treaty even as the Russians hedge their official 
announcements and describe the scheduled 
June 15 signing cemnony as "icntative." 

As usual in the tortured history of these 
negotiations, the Soviets are playing it smart 
while the Carter administration unwittingly 
undercuts its bargaining position. 

The fact is that the treaty is not y^ nailed 
down. Secretary Vance himself acknowledged 
that additional negotiations will be required on 
"the 'few remaining secondary items whidi 
have not yet been resolved." Then too, Soviet 
and American negotiators in Geneva still must 
translate the agreements - in - principle 
reached by Mr. Vance and Soviet Ambasador 
Anatoly Dobrynin in recent weeks into specific 
treaty language. 

Until both these tasks are accomplished, no 
text of the treaty can even be initialed let alone 
signed by President Carter and Soviet 
President Lenoid I. Brezhnev. 

The Soviets, as they have done since the very 
first tentative negotiations on strategic arms in 
1969, take infinite care never to foreclose or 
compromise any chance to wring concessions 
from the overeager Americans. A 
dispassionate review of the known terms of 
SALT II suggests just how well they have 
succeeded. '^ 

As for the Carter administration, its 
distressing habit of prematurely predicting 
negotiating breakthroughs while publicly 
proclaiming its desperate desire to reach an 
accord has consistently weakened this 
country's hand in these critical talks. The 
-"Tccent embarrassment, in which Moscow 
studiously avoided any echo of Mr. Vance's 
euphoric announcement, only underscores the 
point. 

Secretary Vance'^ '^na}<^a|rtoii^iN" 
statement was greeted with stony silence from 
4he^Kremlin. T h e n e xt d a y, Pnmlr«id Tass 
merely reported Vance's statement without 
comment. 

And when Washington announced that 
President Carter and Mr. Brezhev would meet 
in Vienna June 15 to sign the treaty, Moscow 
pointedly described the signing date as 
"tentative." 

Clearly, the Soviets are leaving themselves 
room to maneuver during the final negotiating 
sessions in Geneva. And just as clearly, the 
Carter administrations has climbed out on a 
limb from which it will be difficult to retreat 
gracefully should the Soviets refuse to follow 
the script in Geneva. 

Exactly what those issues are remains a 
closely held secret between Washington and 
Moscow. But obviously the Soviets view them 
as important enough to forestall their own 
participation in the kind of hoopla that went 
on recently in Washington. 

We can only add that even secondary issues 
in a treaty involving the physical security of 
the American people must, by definition, be of 
surpassing significance.

A drive to round up reports that have not yet been 
returned from farm households in the 1978 Census of 
Agriculture has been launched by the Buroiu of the 
Census. 

Bureau officials called the drive a "special effort to 
provide statistical results to the nation's fvmers and 
other users of census data as early as possible." 

The farm census is the only government or {Mivate 
method for gathering and reporting agricultue 
information on a county-by-county basis for the entire 
nation. Important decisions will be made by farmer 
organizations, marketing associations and co-ops on the 
basis of information in the farm (%nsus. 
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Recent heavy rains and consequential flooding may 
have cost Back Bay formers as much as $100,000.

Middle priced liouse 

for tlie middle income family? 

It's disappeared. 
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It's an unhappy but established fact that with current 
galloping inflation, Americans are being priced out of 
the housing market in such high numbers and with such 
rapidity that government, as well as the housing 
industry, is deeply concerned. 

the ability of a family to buy its own home has been 
an integral part of the American dream. Certainly since 
World War 11, the expectation of owning the home one 
lives in has been a prevalent theme in our society. 

The desire has grown so strong and the expectation «o 
real, that young marrieds today are often willing for 
both partners to woric to carry as heavy a mortgage as 
permissible in order to get into that first home. 

But for more and more families, the dream is eluding 
the grasp. The National Assdciation of Home Builders, 
whose board of directors met in Washington, D.C. last 
week, was appraised of grim news. Only 15 percent of 
the families in the United States today can afford the 
median-priced $60,000 new home. Only 15 percent! 

The median sales price of a newly constructed single- 
family home in October 1978 was $58,400. Using FHA 
qualification standards, a first-time buyer would need 
an income of almost $27,000 in order to purchase that 
home. However in Virginia Beach, the median income 
in 1978 was only 118,851 per family unit, and in 
Chesapeake, only $13,750. That's a long way from 
being able to buy the median priced home of today. 

What can the middle-income family afford? Probably 
a home in the $37,000 1 $40,000 bracket, and one has to 
took hard for new housing in this price range. 

NAHB has therefore established as a high priority 

-legislative item, a bill that will qualify another 8.5 

million Americans for median-priced home ownership. 

This would include families with incomes of from 

$15,000 to $24,000 per year, 

This legislation, known as the' Homeownership 
Opportunity Act, would cost the taxpayers no 
ad^i88Sl.Mney. "mhi'it wolitd do i(;|d:V^d trie 
sc6^ dt{f\^ ^iiiAiited payment mortgage plan. The Act 
offers a 10-year graduated payment mortgage with a 
low monthly payment for two to five years, at the 
homeowner's option. The buyer would also have the 
option of having his payments increase at a rate of 
four percent or six percent a year. A considerable 

amount of flexibility over and above the current 
graduated payment mortgage plans is offered in the 
bill. 

As an example, a family earning $18,000 a year could 
qualify for a $52,750 mortgage (paying $2250 as the 



down payment) and make monthly payments (excluding 
taxes and insurance) of $316.57 for the first two years ol 
the mortgage with paymenis increasing until, by year 
12, they reached $566.93 where they would remain lor 
the life of t he mortgage. 

Currently both Senate and House versions ot the bill 
are being looked at in a joint Senate-House conference. 
This expanded graduated paymeni mortgage may hue 
the only wa a substantial number of young or middle- 
income families age going to be albc to afford a home of 
their own in the foreseeable future.

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Beach farming and gardening 



Smail space ideas for Beacli gardeners 



If you have limited 
backyard space or live in 
an apartment or rented 
room you might thinic 
there is no space for a 
garden. But you don't 
need a large yard to' 
enjoy the fun of garden- 
ing. There are several 
ways to grow vegetables 
in a limited space. The 
Virginia Beach I^art- 
ment of Agriculture/Co- 
operative Extension Ser- 
vice offers these tips. 



Container 
gardening 

Container gardening is 
a good idea for those 
who rent rooms or apart- 
ments. Most vegetables 
adapt very well to con- 
tainers, and if you have a 
place that gets 6 hours or 
more of sunlight and the 
room for a container, 
then you're ready for 
container gardening. 

You will need a con- 
tainer large enough to 
hold the vegetable when 
it reaches maturity. Buc- 
kets, metal or plastic 
tubs, wood baskets, all 
these items will do well as 
containers. Make sure 
there is adequate drain- 
age in the contain^-. If 



s 



there are no drainage 
holes add them-this is 
essential. 

Most people prefer a 
"soilless" commercial 
potting mix. They are 
easy to use, free from 
soil-borne diseases and 
weed seeds, and many are 
specially formulated for 
container gardens. Regu- 
lar fertilization is a must 
if synthetic soil is used. A 

10-10-10 or Yish emula- 
tion are both good fertili- 
zers. Read the label care- 
fully to know when and 
how much to apply. 

Container vegetables 
need to be watered daily. 
The morning is a good 
time. 

Most any vegetable can 
be grown in a container, 
but Dwarf varieties are 
excellent. 

If you have a very 
small backyard, make use 
of flower gardens, fences, 
or a strip of land near 
the house or along the 
edge of the property. 

You can plant a vege- 
table garden on a strip of 
land that is only 8 feet 
wide and long as poss- 
ible. This garden would 
be ideal for along the 
house or fence. Careful 



planning for this garden 
is a must. 

Vegetables such as let* 
tuce, parsley, chives car- 
rots, onions, radishes and 
even peppers and toma- 
toes are ideal for planting 
in and around flower 
beds. 

Vegetables that require 
a support system can be 
grown along a fence or 
on a trellis near the house 
and not take up a lot of 
room. 

No matter how much 
space you may have you 
can always eqjoy the 
taste of home grown 
vegetables with a littfe 
determination and ima- 
gination. 



Intensive 
gardening 

There is a system of 
gardening that is becom- 
ing rapidly more popular 
in the United Sutes and 
that is Intensive or Post- 
age Stamp Gardening. 

It is a technique used 
by those who have very 
limited backyard space. 
The method can produce 
at least four times as 
many vegetables as could 



be produced using the 
same amount of space 
using standard gardening 
procedures. 

Hw secret of the met- 
hod lies in preparing rai- 
sed beds above the origi- 
nal ground . level using 
raikoad ties, large stones 
or broken concrete. 
There are no rows but 
accurate spacing is re- 
quired. The plants will 
completely cover the bed 
when they are full grown. 
Moisture is retained lon- 
ger and there are fewer 
weed problems because 
of this. 

After the border mater- 
ial is in place, loosen the 
soil and add 1/3 compost 
or manure and mix thor- 
oughly. Now it is time to 
plant. The shape of an 
intensive care garden 
should not be limited to a 
squwe or rectangle it can 
be almost anything. Use 
of suc(^sive planting is 
recommanded for inten- 
sive gardening. 

Contact the Virginia

Long 
pants, long-sleeved shirts

Re iaw bt r , If yoa caich a^ffarii 
that is too snuH to cat idcMC Mn, tbb la alot mm 
Impressive thai a lar|cr ■■■bcr. TMa will hmrt that 
we will liave plenty of fish for the scaiom to coaM. 

Coming on down the shore to Cape Charles, bmaet 
Bailey of Bailey's Bait and Tackle Shop told me that the 
black drum are still in the area and that drum fishermen 
who did not mind the rough water were rewarded with 
some real fine catches. Emmet said that on Memorial 
Day, Capt. Donny Brady on the charter boat "Quarter 
Note" caught his limit of R drum and was back at tht 
dock at Kings Creek Marina by one o'clock. It appears/ 
that the drum are still going strong.- 

Around the bridge tunnel the grey trout seem to be 
dominating everybody's time. Trout fishennen seem to 
be having the best luck between the eleven and thirteen 
mile markers, and are using white bucktails and 
stringray grubs. Joe Mliialh aid RomM Spnslll Of 
Chesapeake caught over 900 lbs. of trout lut Satunday.

The advent of warm 
weather conjures up 
thoughts of cool, 
sparkling water and days 
of family fun around the 
swinuning pool. It also 
reminds us it's time to 
think about "opening" 
the pool for the season. 

"Summerizing" your 
pool is an easy do-it- 
yourself project. The 
objective is to bring it as 
quickly as possible to the 
point where all you have 
to do is follow regular 
maintenance procedures, 
there are six steps involved 
in achieving this: 

•Filling the pool. In 
most cases, the 
recommended level is up 
to the middle of the 
skimmer, the built-in 
device which traps surface 
debris like twigs and 
leaves. The pool should 
not be overfilled because 
the skimmer and pump 
will not work properly. 

•Check pump, filter 
and circulating system. 
They must be cleaned and 
other routine maintenance 
performed according to 
the instruction manual. If 
removed for winter 
storage, they must be 
reinstalled properly. The 
filter should be back- 
washed and new filter 
media added if necessary. 
If you have any questions, 
ask your professional pool 
supply dealer. 

•Adjust the pH level. 
The ideal pH range for 
bather comfort is 7.2 to 
7.8. Test the level and, if 
the pH needs adjusting, 



apply Sun Plus or Sun 
Minus according to label 
directions. Incidentally, 
you may need new liquid 
test kit reagents since 
those remaining from last 
year may not be reliable 
after winter storage. 

•Adjust total 

alkalinity. Total alkalinity 
helps keep the pH in the 
proper range and helps 
provide "balanced" pool 
water. It should be tested 
weekly and maintained 
between 80 and 150 ppm. 
Your pool supply dealer 
can tell you if an alkalinity 
problem exists in the water 
used in your area, and 
provide a test kit and the 
appropriate Sun chemicals 
needed to correct the 
problem. 

•Superchlorinate. 
Pool water must be 
superchlorinated from 
time to time and definitely 
when you open your pool 
for the season. To 
superchlorinate, use 5 to 
10 times the amount of 
chlorine you would use for 
regular daily treatment. 

•Stabalize. Stabalizing 
or "conditioning" your 
pool ensures that the 
chlorine disinfectant 
works around the clock. 
Sun conditioner should be 
added when starting up or 
refilling your pool. A Sun 
pool chlorinating 
concentrate with built-in 
stabilizer should be used 
daily thereafter to sanitize 
as well as maintain the 
proper stabilizer level. 
Again, your pool supply

Fatal boating accident rate 
at all time low in 1978 

«>M<jtph(?K'ft»tiBty>iM«ia'for'ifit»ae>'' bh^nfi-amtTam"- of 
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pleasure boating acbidents 
reached at all Timrit 
1978, according to the 
latest Coast Guard 
statistics. 

There were 9.4 boater 
deaths for every 100,000 
boats in 1978, compared 
to a fatality rate of 9.6 in 
1977, the previous lowest 
rate. 

However, total deaths 
in boating accidents 
increased by nine last 
year. In all, 1,321 boaters 
died in 1978, up from the 
1,312 who died in boating 
mishaps in 1977. This 
increase may be partly 
attributable to the 450.000 
more boats estimated to 
be on the waterways in 
1978 than in 1977. 

Some 8,576 boats were 
involved in 6,529 reported 
boating accidents 
throughout the United 
States. In addition to the 
fatalities, 1,761 people 
were injured and 
12,301,200 worth of 
property damage resulted 
from these accidents. The 
injury figure is lower than 
that recorded for 1977,

Veterans Admmlstratlon 

Q - 1 recently read that new legislation removed the 
14-year education limit for disabled Vietnam veterans 
who are applying for Veterans Rehabilitation 
Appointments (VRA). Is this true? 

A - Yes: Recent legislation signed by President — 
Carter amended the VRA criteria to remove the 
14- year education limit for disabled veterans and also 
removed the one year from date of discharge 
restriction for applying for VRA. Visit your nearest 
VA assistance center for details. 

Q - I served five months on artive duty and 
received an honorable discharge on Feb. 27, 1979. Am 
I entitled to Veterans Group Life Insurance (VGLI)? 

A ~ Yes. Individuals released from active duty who 
had full-time Servicemen's Group Life Insurance are 
eligible. You have 120 days after separation (without 
evidence of insurability) to submit your application 
and premium payment to the Office of Servicemen's 
Group Life Insurance, 212 Washington St., Newark, 
N.J. 07102. 

Q ~ I understand the Veterans Administration's 
automobile allowance for eligible disabled veterans 
has been increased. By how much and when did it 
become effective? 

A - The allowance was increased from $3,300 to 
$3,800 by Public Law 95-479, effective Oct. 1, 1978. 
Apply at any VA office.

The 1978 Session of the General Assembly of Virginia has enacted 
legislation which required each electric utility which purchases fuel for 
the generation of electricity to submit to the Commission its estimate of 
costs, including the fuel component of purchased power, for a one-year 
period beginning January 1, 1979, along with proposed rates designed 
to recover the estimated fuel expenses. Hearings were held in December, 
1978, on the projected costs and associated rates, and by orders dated 
December 22, 1978, the Company was allowed to place into effect 
tariff provisions to recover the estimated fuel expenses. 

« 

It is further the responsibility of the Commission to investigate 
during the year actual costs of generation so that any annual over-recov- 
ery or under-recovery of fuel expenses can be adjusted. The Commission 
is also required to review actual generation costs and to consider the 
reasonableness of such costs. 



Vepco comes under the new General Assembly Act. The Com- 
pany has been instructed to file with the Commission on or before May 
28, 1979, its actual fuel expenses for the quarter ending March 31, 1979, 
and any tariff provision it may propose to correct over-recovery or under- 
recovery, and evidence in support of its filing. On or after May 28, 1979, 
coiMes of this filing may be reviewed in any business office of the Com- 
pany where bills may be paid. 

A public hearing has been scheduled to review the Company's 
costs commencing on June 19, 1979. in the Commission's Courtroom, 
Richmond, Virginia. The purpose of this public hearing is to receive 
evidence on actual fuel expenses and to determine if there has been 
over-recovery or under-recovery which should be corrected by tariff 
revision. Also during this hearing the Commission's Staff will present 
its proposed procedures for receiving, storing, and evaluating fuel ex- 
penses and costs of generation. 

If, after review of the material filed by the Company, any in- 
terested person widies to participate as a protestant in the hearing, i.e., 
to pr^ent evidence, cros-examine witnesses, make arguments and file 
briefs, then they should file a protest in accordance with the Commis- 
sion's Rules of Practice and Procedure on or before June 12, 1979, 
with William C. Young, Qerk of the State Coiporation Cominission, 
P. 0. Box 1 197, Richmond, Virginia, 23209. Also a copy of the Protest 
should be sent to Vii^nia Electric and Power Company, P. O. Box 26666, 
Richmond, Virginia, 23261. 

If any interested person does not wish to participate as a protest- 
ant, but instead wi^es to appear and make a statement in his or her 
own behalf, they need only appear at 9:45 a.m. on the day of the hearing 
at which time they will be given a Notice of Appearance Form by the 
Bailiff. These interested parties will be given an opportunity to speak 
at 10:00 a.m. on that day or as soon as practicable thereafter. Persons 
intending to appear and speak on their own behalf should so notify 
the Commission by writing to the Qerk of the State Corporation Com- 
mission.
